LONDON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
The Berlin radio tonight said 
the road center of St. Hubert, 
at the southwestern tip of the 
Belgian bulge, had been evac- 
uated by German troops.

PARIS, Jan. 10 (AP).—Lt. 
Gen. Courtney H. Hodges 
American First Army won the 
biggest tank battle of the Bel- 
gian bulge campaign today, 
eapturing the road center of 
Samree after 30 hours of vio- 


lent fighting in deep snow. 

On the south of the salient, now 
less than nine miles wide at its 
waist, the Third Army of Lt. Gen. 
George 8S. Patton gained up to a 
mile and a half in an advance 
along a 20-mile front from north 
of Bastogne to east of Wiltz. 

His 10ist* Airborne 
moved to within four and a half 
miles of Houffalize, key road cen- 
ter near the center of the bulge, 
in an advance north of Bastogne. 

The Germans were withdrawing 
slowly from the western tip of 
the salient, and their peril was in- 
creased appreciably by the loss of 
Samree, a hub of secondary roads 
in the salient situated on an em- 
inence commanding much ground 
in all directions. 

A First Army staff officer said 
the First and Third Armies had 
captured a total of 25,873 Ger- 

mans in the bulge since Dec. 16 
and that the First had buried 
566 German dead. 

The capture of Samree made 
the German position at Laroche, 
three miles to the southwest, pre- 
carious. The Germans were said 
to have only a small holding force 
there.

He Tells House Group 


—700,000 Men Needed for Other 
War Activities. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
Under Secretary of War Robert 
P. Patterson told Congress today 
that inductions for the armed 
forces for the first six months of 
1945 will total 900,000 men, as a 
minimum. 

On this basis, the induction rate 
would be 150,000 men monthly— 
about twice the rate previously in- 
dicated for the early months of 
this year. The War Department 
recently indicated that the Army 
and Navy were taking about 60,000 
a month in late 1944 and that this 
would be jumped to around 80,000 
this month. 

Urging quick enactment of na- 


tional service legislation, Patter- 
son advised the House Military 
Committee that only through some 
form of national] service could the 
manpower needs for the war ef- 
fort be met during the next six 
months, 

These needs, he declared, in- 
clude 900,000 men for the armed 
services and 700,000 others for 
war production and war-support- 
ing activities. 

“The only complete and ade- 
quate legislation,” he said, would 
be national war service legislation 
“of the most comprehensive na-

Asks Congress to Give 


President Power to 


Keep Germany, Japan 
Demilitarized. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, proposed today that Con- 
gress vote the President power 
immediately to use force to keep 
Germany and Japan demilitarized 
after the war. 

Calling on the major allies to 
negotiate a treaty now for joint 
action to “achieve this dependable 
end,” Vandenberg told the Senate 
that this nation ought to demand 
that any unilateral agreements 
made on wor]d political questions 


be subjected to review by a pro- 
posed peace organization. 

The chairman of the Senate Re- 
publican Conference took the floor 
to urge a restatement of specific 
American international aims after 
it became known that President 
Roosevelt had assured congres- 
sional leaders he will carry no 
prior commitments on European 
political questions into a forth- 
coming Big Three conference. 

Anticipating Senate discussion 
of the whole international situa- 
tion, Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, proposed in a statement 
that the Senate write its own 
declaration of foreign policy. He 
offered a resolution calling for 
American participation in a 
world security organization pre- 
pared to use force to preserve the 
peace and _ re-emphasizing this 
country’s determination to stand 
by the principles of the Atlantic 
Charter. 

One Cause of Suspicion. 

Reviewing the trend of world 
affairs, Vandenberg told his col- 
leagues that the one _ point on 
which our allies may become sus- 
picious of the effectiveness of col- 
lective security lies in their doubts 
about American participation. 

Russia, he said, had a right to 
say: “How can you expect us to 
rely on an enigma?” 

He contended that almost é¢very 
action being undertaken separate- 
ly by Britain and Russia was built 
on a fear that Germany again 
might rise as a military power,

do not agree upon all the powers 
that shall reside in an ultimate 
international ¢ council to call upon

CATTLE CEILING 
PAIGE OF $18 GOES 
INEFFEGH AN. 29 


Directive to Give OPA 
Tighter Control Over 
Market for Protection 
of Consumer. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
The Government today slapped a 
flat price ceiling on live cattle, ef- 
fective Jan. 29. 

To soothe opposition by stock- 
men, the ceiling was set at $18 a 
hundredweight instead of $17.50 as 
originally proposed. The new ceil- 
ing, covering calves as well as 
cattle, will be reduced to $17.50 on 
July 2. 

“The purpose of the directive,” 
the announcement said, “is to 
make it possible for OPA to secure 
more effective control of live cat- 
tle prices and continue to protect 
the consumer against any increase 
in the price of meat”; and, at the 
same time, any substantial reduc- 
tion in live cattle prices “will be 
preventd.” 

Stabilization Director Vinson di- 
rected: 

1. The Defense Supplies Cor- 
poration to increase subsidy pay- 
ments on choice beef from $1 to 
$2 a hundredweight, and on good 
beef from $1.45 to $1.95 a hundred- 
weight, Chicago basis. The sub- 
sidy payment on choice cattle will 
be cut by 50 cents July 2. 

2. OPA and the War Food Ad- 
ministration to increase the price 
of the present stabilization range 
for choice cattle by $1 and for 
good cattle by 50 cents a hundred 
pounds, live weight, over the 
entire country. On July 2 the maxi- 
mum and minimum of the stabill- 
zation range for choice cattle will 
be reduced by 50 cents a hundred 
pounds. 

3. OPA and WFA &o issue a 
regulation “making it an OPA vio- 
lation for a slaughterer to pay 
more, on the average—grade and 
yield considered—than the maxi- 
mum prices of the stabilization 
range for cattle purchased and 
slaughtered over a month’s period. 
This provision does not include 
calves. 

4. WFA to delegate authority 
to OPA to issue an order estab- 
lishing the maximum percentage 
of good and choice cattle that any 
slaughterer may kill or deliver 
over a month’s time.

MARTHUR'S MEN 


FIND JAPS HAVE 
FLED; GREETED BY 
GRINNING NATIVES 


Only a Few Americans 
Wounded as They Push 
Inland — Few Signs 
That Enemy Planned 
Stout Resistance.

Luzon, Jan. 10 (AP).—As far as I) | 


could learn, not a man of this di- 
vision was hurt on the beach and 
only a few were wounded as they 
pushed through the coconut palm 
plantations. Instead of armed, 
vicious Japanese soldiers, smiling 
Filipino civilians met American 
doughboys on the beach this morn- 
ing. They came after the pall of 
smoke from the prelanding bom- 
bardment lifted and dust settled 
sufficiently to permit identifica- 
tion. 

The early hours of the battle of 
Lingayen Gulf were nearly as 
bloodless for the Japanese, too, 

1l Snipers Killed, 
Six hours after the first waves 


hit the beach, this division found 
and finished off 11 enemy snipers. 
At no place did men of this divi- 
sion run into any organized resist- 
ance and we found little evidence 
that the Japanese ever intended to 
offer any. 

A grinning Filipino lad, leading 
a  sleepy-looking carabao, ex- 
plained: 

“Last night the Japs hear Ameri- 
cans coming. This morning they 
all run away.” 

Americans pushing inland soon 
found out that the Filipino lad 
had the answer. 

Few Defenses Found. 

There were a few shallow fox- 
holes, but we found no booby traps 
or land mines such as we encoun- 
tered during the early days on 
Leyte. If the Japanese ever had 
any dugouts or pillboxes, we either 
did not see them or they were 
buried in the sand by our bom- 
bardment. 

This division is taking the fullest 
advantage of the enemy’s failure 
to resist on or near the beach. 

No sooner were the assault 
waves on the shore than landing 
craft hegan unloading heavy 
equipment. 

Already graders and bulldozers 
are clearing away rubble and 
smoothing sand roads for trucks 
and tractors- which are carrying 
food and ammunition ashore. 

All this activity is being car- 
ried on to the audible admiration 
of crowds of Filipinos—many of 
whom are lending willing hands to 
the work.

JAP SHORE GUNS 
QUICKLY SILENCED

ABOARD AN AMERICAN 
WARSHIP OFF LINGAYEN, Jan 
10 (via Army radio) (AP). 
Coastal defenses in Lingayen Gulf 
proved disappointing to eager 
American naval gunners. Only 
once—near San Fernando—did 
enemy artillery answer the naval 
guns, only to be quickly silenced. 

Yesterday there weren't enough 
targets for the big battleship guns. 
Spotter planes found the only con- 
centration of heavy coast artillery 
at San Fernando, The entrances 
to the south end of Lingayen Gulf 
apparently were free of big guns. 

Few Mines in Gulf. 

Mine sweepers found fewer than 
a dozen mines throughout the 
gulf and shallow water defenses at 
the beaches were non-existent. 

Throughout the three-day bom- 
bardment many Japanese ran, 
leaving pillboxes and gun posi- 
tions on the beaches unmanned, 
according to pilots’ reports. 

American, Filipino and white 
flags blossomed out on the beach- 
es three days ago and during yes- 
terday’s bombardment signs say- 
ing “No Japs here, don’t fire,” 
were seen.

In addition, the bull 
has been placed under an oxygen 
tent on the farm of his owner, 

Chester Goodfield. 

Some quantites of penicillin re- 
cently have been released to com- 
mercial firms for experimental 
purposes. This product was con- 
sidered of low grade and inade- 
quate for treatment of human be- 
ings, medical authorities said. 

The bull’s condition was im- 
proved, though still serious, after 
intravenous injections. 

The animal, Caumsett Spitfire, 
sired on the Marshall Field farm 
on Long Island, was recently ac- 
quired by the Goodfield farm.

BOUT 6000 American civil- 
A ians are still in the Philip- 

pines, and officials here ex- 
pect that they will be Mherated 
when Luzon is freed. 

Most of the civilians are at 
the Santo Tomas camp outside 
Manila, on Luzon. 

The situation as to Ameri- 
can prisoners of war is ex- 
tremely unclear, however, and 
there is little hope that many 
of the men captured on Bataan 
and Corregidor can be freed 
when Luzon is retaken. 

The Japanese have been re- 
moving many war prisoners to 
Japan, although they have not 
transferred civilian internees, 
according to fragmentary and 
unofficial reports received by 
the State Department, 

There has never been any 
accurate information on how 
many American war prisoners 
were held in the Philippines. 
Top estimates were about 
13,000. 


‘VOICE OF FREEDOM’ RADIC 
HEARD FROM LUZON AGAIN 


Station Had Last Broadcast From 
Island Just Before Surrender 
of Corregidor, 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 10 ‘AP). 
— The Voice of Freedom radio, 
which has not broadcast. from 
Luzon since.the fall of Corregidor, 
came back on the air today short- 
ly after Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
invasion of Luzon, the main Philip- 
pine Island, 


The broadcast, monitored by the 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, repeated MacArthur's first 
communique on the Luzon inva- 
sion. 

Attached to MacArthur's head- 
quarters, the Voice of Freedom's 
last Luzon broadcast to the Amer- 
ican public came from Corregidor 
a few hours before the Japanese 
took over in 1942. The station has 
been broadcasting from Leyte 
since last October. 


Mortar Fire 40 Minutes 
After Troops Hit 
Beaches and a Blown 
Up Bridge Are First 
Signs of Opposition.

ABOARD VICE ADM. KIN- 
KAID’S FLAGSHIP, LINGAYEN 
GULF, Luzon, Jan. 9 (Delayed) 
(AP). — Three white flares shot 
high into the sunny skies over 
Lingayen Gulf at 9:25 a. m. today 
and the heavy drumfire of rockets 
and the thundering beat of the big 
naval guns stopped. 

The flares were the signal that 
hundreds of troop-laden Buffaloes 
were approaching the beaches. 

An aerial observer on the San 
Fabian sector sent word: “The 


first wave hit the beach at 9:27 
a.m, The second and third waves 
were close behind.” 

For the next 10 minutes similar 
reports came in from eight other 
landing beaches between the towns 
of San Fabian and Lingayen and 
in each case there was reassuring 
word: “No apparent opposition.” 

Lt. Gen. Walter Krueger, field 
commander for Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, permitted himself a slight 
smile. Advance information had 
been correct, then, but it was still 
too early for a true picture. 

Dispatches from aeria] observers 
followed in rapid succession: 

9:48 a. m.—Troops in the Lin- 
gayen area are walking along the 
beach. Evidently there is no en- 
counter of enemy fire. 

9:49 a. m.—Troops on the enemy 
right flank are pushing inland. No 
evidence of opposition. No enemy 
movement on the roads leading to 
the beaches. Air patrols are 
standing by. 

9:55 a. m.—Naval gunfire re- 
sumed 1000 yards ahead of the 
troops. 

10:01 a. m.—Troops on extreme 
left flank of San Fabian sector 
are standing in the target area. 

10:04 a. m.—Japanese mortar 
fire is now falling on our left

M’ Arthur Lands Smoking Cob Pipe 
After Jap Torpedoes Miss His Ship 


GEN. MacARTHUR’'S HEAD- 
QUARTER'S, PhiNppines, Jan. 10 
(AP).—Wearing his famed cam- 
paign hat and five stars on his 
collar, and smoking a big corn- 
cob pipe, Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur returned to Luzon with his 
assault troops Tuesday morning. 

Two torpedoes from a midget 
submarine missed his ship as the 
convoy headed for the landing. 
MacArthur then rode on the en- 
gine box of a landing craft and 
waded knee-deep in water onto 
the soil of Luzon he left nearly 
three years ago, 

He hit the shore about two 
hours after the first wave and 
climbed in a jeep. When the jeep 
broke down he walked to the 
nearest command post, where he 
talked with privates and generals 
alike and expressed himself as 
pleased with the way the opera- 
tion was proceeding. 

In the boat which took Mac- 
Arthur to Lingayen Beach were 


his aides, Col. Lloyd Lehrbas and 
Lt. Col. Roger Egberg, and three 
of the men who accompanied him 
In his flight from Corregidor— 
Lt. Gen. Richard Sutherland, Maj. 
Gen. Richard Marshall and Maj. 
Gen. Spencer Akin. 

Also with the party was War- 
rant Officer Paul Rogers and Sgt. 
Adam Shorter, Altoona, Pa., the 
one American Marine who went 
ashore with MacArthur. 

Shorter had stood guard out- 
side MacArthur’s cabin aboard 
the warship which brought him 
to Luzon. When the General 
found out his guard had a brother 
in one of the Army divisions tak- 
ing part, he obtained permission 
for gh horter to make the landing 
in the hope of finding his broth- 
er, Earl.

Manila today in the climactic 
fight for the Philippines. 

Manila was about 110 miles 
away through low, dry 
country excellently suited for 
the enormous quantities of 
mechanized equipment landed 
with the veteran fighting men 


from an 800-ship convoy which 
stretched out for 70 miles, 

Twenty-four hours after the 
initial landings, made against 
amazingly light opposition at 9:30 
a, m.,. Tuesday (7:30 p. m. Mon- 
day, St. Louis time), the Sixth 
Army Yanks still were pouring 
ashore and over the same cres- 
cent of sand dunes the Japanese 
invaders used three years ago. 

MacArthur’s communique said 
four beachheads had been made 
secure and a front dispatch re- 
ported that the troops were be 
yond their first-day objectives. 

Landing losses were officially 
reported as very light. 

G0od Roads on Island. 

Railroad lines and good macad- 
amized roads promised rapid 
transportation for the first time 
in the Southwest Pacific cam- 
paign. 

(William J. Dunn, Columbia 
Broadcasting correspondent, re- 
ported from Luzon this morning 
that the Japanese still had of- 
fered no troublesome opposition 
on the ground.) 

Before the landing, the huge 
invasion armada weathered the 
most deadly air attack the Jap- 
anese could mount, dating back 
to Jan. 5. The enemy had the 
convoy under observation from 
the time it started, but waited 
until it approached Luzon past 
enemy-held islands before attack- 
ing with the fury of desperation. 

(Estimates of the number of 
men in the American reinvasion 
force ran upward from an Axis 
report of 60,000 to triple that fig- 
ure. The 60,000-figure was re 
ported by the Berlin radio, quot- 
ing a Tokyo dispatch today as 
saying that number already had 
landed. 

(Censored American dispatches 
from the Philippines described the 
operation as half again as big as 
the Leyte invasion, where the ac- 
tual landing force was estimated 
at 100,000. The over-all number 
of landing and amphibious ve 
hicles—more than 3000—also indi- 
cates a force of upward of 150, 
000.) 


MacArthur in Second Wave. 

Gen, MacArthur, wading ashore 
with the second assault wave, es- 
tablished headquarters on the is- 
land where his outnumbered men 
fought valiantly in defeat at Ba- 
taan and Corregidor. 

With the support of a blistering 
dawn naval and air barrage of 
shells, bombs and rockets, the 
Sixth Army under Lt. Gen. Wal- 
ter Krueger, formerly commander 
at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., landed 
along 15 miles of Lingayen Gulf, 
found the beaches virtually 
cleared of defenders and quickly 
pushed inland. 

The beachhead extended from 
near Lingayen city on the south- 
ern shore northeastward to San 
Fabian, a seacoast village near the 
center of the semi-circular gulf. 

A dispatch from the landing 
scene said American troops en- 
tered San Fabian two hours after 
landing.

PARIS, Jan. 10 (AP).—Lt. 
Gen. Courtney H. 
American First Army won the 
biggest tank battle of the Bel- 
gian bulge campaign today, 
-eapturing the road center of 
Samree after 30 hours of vio- 


lent fighting in deep snow. 
On the south of the salient, now 
Jess than nine miles wide at its 
waist, the Third Army of Lt. Gen. 
George S. Patton gained up to a 
mile and a half in an advance 
along a 20-mile front from north 


of Bastogne to east of Wiltz. 

His 10ist* Airborne 
moved to within four and a half 
miles of Houffalize, key road cen- 
ter near the center of the bulge, 
in an advance north of Bastogne. 

The Germans were withdrawing 
slowly from the western tip of 
the salient, and their peril was in- 
creased appreciably by the loss of 
Samree, a hub of secondary roads 
in the salient situated on an em- 
inence commanding much ground 
in all directions. 

A First Army staff officer said 
the First and Third Armies had 
captured a total of 25,873 Ger- 

mans in the bulge since Dec. 16 
and that the First had buried 
566 German dead. 

The capture of Samree made 
the German position at Laroche, 
three miles to the southwest, pre- 
carious. The Germans were said 
to have only a small holding force 
there.

900,000 TO BE INDUCTED 
BY JULY, PATTERSON SAYS 


This Is the Minimum, He Tells House Group 
—700,000 Men Needed for Other 
War Activities. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
Under Secretary of War Robert 
P, Patterson told Congress today 
that inductions for the armed 
forces for the first six months of 
1945 will total 900,000 men, as a 
minimum. 

On this basis, the induction rate 
would be 150,000 men monthly— 
about twice the rate previously in- 
dicated for the early months of 
this year. The War Department 
recently indicated that the Army 
and Navy were taking about 60,000 
a month in late 1944 and that this 
would be jumped to around 80,000 
this month. 

Urging quick enactment of na- 


tional service legislation, Patter- 
son advised the House Military 
Committee that only through some 
form of national] service could the 
manpower needs for the war ef- 
fort be met during the next six 
months, 

These needs, he declared, in- 
clude 900,000 men for the armed 
services and 700,000 others for 
war production and war-support- 
ing activities. 

“The only complete and ade- 
quate legislation,” he said, would 
be national war service legislation 
“of the most comprehensive na-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, proposed today that Con- 
gress vote the President power 
immediately to use force to keep 
Germany and Japan demilitarized 
after the war. 

Calling on the major allies to 
negotiate a treaty now for joint 
action to “achieve this dependable 
end,” Vandenberg told the Senate 
that this nation ought to demand 
that any unilateral agreements 
made on world political questions 


be subjected to review by a pro- 
posed peace organization. 

The chairman of the Senate Re- 
publican Conference took the floor 
to urge a restatement of specific 
American international aims after 
it became known that President 
Roosevelt had assured congres- 
sional leaders he will carry no 
prior commitments on European 
political questions into a forth- 
coming Big Three conference. 

Anticipating Senate discussion 
of the whole international situa- 
tion, Senator Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, proposed in a statement 
that the Senate write its own 
declaration of foreign policy. He 
offered a resolution calling for 
American participation in a 
world security organization pre- 
pared to use force to preserve the 
peace and _ re-emphasizing this 
country’s determination to stand 
by the principles of the Atlantic 
Charter. 

One Cause of Suspicion. 

Reviewing the trend of world 
affairs, Vandenberg told his col- 
leagues that the one _ point on 
which our allies may become sus- 
picious of the effectiveness of col- 
lective security lies in their doubts 
about American participation. 

Russia, he said, had a right to 
say: “How can you expect us to 
rely on an enigma?” 

He contended that almost évery 
action being undertaken separate- 
ly by Britain and Russia was built 
on a fear that Germany again 
might rise as a military power, 

“Whether we Americans do or 
do not agree upon all the powers 
that shall reside in an ultimate 
international council to call upon

CATTLE CEILING 
PAIGE OF $10 GOES 
INEFFEGT JAN. 29 


Directive to Give OPA 
Tighter Control Over 
Market for Protection 
of Consumer. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
The Government today slapped a 
flat price ceiling on live cattle, ef- 
fective Jan. 29. 

To soothe opposition by stock- 
men, the ceiling was set at $18 a 
hundredweight instead of $17.50 as 
originally proposed. The new ceil- 
ing, covering calves as well as 
cattle, will be reduced to $17.50 on 
July 2. 

“The purpose of the directive,” 
the announcement said, “is to 
make it possible for OPA to secure 
more effective control of live cat- 
tle prices and continue to protect 
the consumer against any increase 
in the price of meat”; and, at the 
same time, any substantial reduc- 
tion in live cattle prices ‘will be 
preventd.” 

Stabilization Director Vinson di- 
rected: 

1. The Defense Supplies Cor- 
poration to increase subsidy pay- 
ments on choice beef from $1 to 
$2 a hundredweight, and on good 
beef from $1.45 to $1.95 a hundred- 
weight, Chicago basis. The sub- 
sidy payment on choice cattle will 
be cut by 50 cents July 2. 

2. OPA and the War Food Ad- 
ministration to increase the price 
of the present stabilization range 
for choice cattle by $1 and for 
good cattle by 50 cents a hundred 
pounds, live weight, over the 
entire country. On July 2 the maxi- 
mum and minimum of the stabili- 
zation range for choice cattle will 
be reduced by 50 cents a hundred 
pounds, 

38. OPA and WFA o issue a 
regulation “making it an OPA vio- 
lation for a slaughterer to pay 
more, on the average—grade and 
yield considered—than the maxi- 
mum prices of the stabilization 
range for cattle purchased and 
slaughtered over a month’s period. 
This provision does not include 
calves. 

4. WFA to delegate authority 
to OPA to issue an order estab- 
lishing the maximum percentage 
of good and choice cattle that any 
slaughterer may kill or deliver 
over a month’s time,

MARTHUR'S MEN 


FIND JAPS HAVE 
FLED; GRECTED BY 
GRINNING NATIVES 


Only a Few Americans 
Wounded as They Push 
Inland — Few Signs 
That Enemy Planned 
Stout Resistance. 


By C. YATES McDANIEL 

WITH AMERICAN TROOPS 
ON LINGAYEN BEACHHEAD, 
Luzon, Jan. 10 (AP).—As far as I 
could learn, not a man of this di- 
vision was hurt on the beach and 
only a few were wounded as they 
pushed through the coconut palm 
plantations. Instead of armed, 
vicious Japanese soldiers, gmiling 
Filipino civilians met American 
doughboys on the beach this morn- 
ing. They came after the pall of 
smoke from the prelanding bom- 
bardment lifted and dust settled 
sufficiently to permit identifica- 
tion, 


The early hours of the battle of 
Lingayen Gulf were nearly as 
bloodless for the Japanese, too, 

11 Snipers Killed, 
Six hours after the first waves 


hit the beach, this division found 
and finished off 11 enemy snipers. 
At no place did men of this divi- 
sion run into any organized resist- 
ance and we found little evidence 
that the Japanese ever intended to 
offer any. 

A grinning Filipino lad, leading 
a sileepy-looking carabao,  ex- 
plained: 

“Last night the Japs hear Ameri- 
cans coming. This morning they 
all run away.” 

Americans pushing inland soon 
found out that the Filipino lad 
had the answer. 

Few Defenses Found. 

There were a few shallow fox- 
holes, but we found no booby traps 
or land mines such as we encoun- 
tered during the early days on 
Leyte. If the Japanese ever had 
any dugouts or pillboxes, we either 
did not see them or they were 
buried in the sand by our bom- 
bardment. 

This division is taking the fullest 
advantage of the enemy’s failure 
to resist on or near the beach. 

No sooner were the assault 
waves on the shore than landing 
craft hegan unloading heavy 
equipment. 

Already graders and bulldozers 
are clearing away rubble and 
smoothing sand roads for trucks 
and tractors. which are carrying 
food and ammunition ashore. 

All this activity is being car- 
ried on to the audible admiration 
of crowds of Filipinos—many of 
whom are lending willing hands to 
the work, 


JAP SHORE GUNS 
QUICKLY SILENCED

ABOARD AN AMERICAN 
WARSHIP OFF LINGAYEN, Jan 
10 (via Army radio) (AP). 
Coastal defenses in Lingayen Gulf 
proved disappointing to eager 
American naval gunners. Only 
once—near San Fernando—did 
enemy artillery answer the naval 
guns, only to be quickly silenced. 

Yesterday there weren’t enough 
targets for the big battleship guns. 
Spotter planes found the only con- 
centration of heavy coast artillery 
at San Fernando, The entrances 
to the south end of Lingayen Gulf 
apparently were free of big guns. 

Few Mines in Gulf. 

Mine sweepers found fewer than 
a dozen mines throughout the 
gulf and shallow water defenses at 
the beaches were non-existent. 

Throughout the three-day bom- 
bardment many Japanese ran, 
leaving pillboxes and gun posi- 
tions on the beaches unmanned, 
according to pilots’ reports. 

American, Filipino and white 
flags blossomed out on the beach- 
es three days ago and during yes- 
terday’s bombardment signs say- 
ing “No Japs here, don't fire,” 
were seen. 

Civilians Told to Leave. 

The warships, under orders to 
level any structure that the Japa- 
nese might use in defense, sent 
leaflets over the area telling civil- 
ians to evacuate. They then con- 
tinued the bombardment.

‘VOICE OF FREEDOM’ RADIO

Station Had Last Broadcast From 
Island Just Before Surrender 
of Corregidor.

— The Voice of Freedom radio, 
which has not broadcast. from

Mortar Fire 40 Minutes 
After Troops Hit 
Beaches and a Blown 


Up Bridge Are First 
Signs of Opposition.

ABOARD VICE ADM. KIN- 
KAID’S FLAGSHIP, LINGAYEN 
GULF, Luzon, Jan. 9 (Delayed) 
(AP). — Three white flares shot 
high into the sunny skies over 
Lingayen Gulf at 9:25 a. m. today 
and the heavy drumfire of rockets 
and the thundering beat of the big 
naval guns stopped. 

The flares were the signal that 
hundreds of troop-laden Buffaloes 
were approaching the beaches. 

An aerial observer on the San 
Fabian sector sent word: “The 


first wave hit the beach at 9:27 
a.m, The second and third waves 
were close behind.” 

For the next 10 minutes similar 
reports came in from eight other 
landing beaches between the towns 
of San Fabian and Lingayen and 
in each case there was reassuring 
word: “No apparent opposition.” 

Lt. Gen, Walter Krueger, field 
commander for Gen, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, permitted himself a slight 
smile. Advance information had 
been correct, then, but it was still 
too early for a true picture. 

Dispatches from aerial] observers 
followed in rapid succession: 

9:48 a. m.—Troops in the Lin- 
gayen area are walking along the 
beach. Evidently there is no en- 
counter of enemy fire. 

9:49 a. m.—Troops on the enemy 
right flank are pushing inland. No 
evidence of opposition. No enemy 
movement on the roads leading to 
the beaches, Air patrols are 
standing by. 

9:55 a. m.—Naval gunfire re- 
sumed 1000 yards ahead of the 
troops. 

10:01 a. m.—Troops on extreme 
left flank of San Fabian sector 
are standing in the target area.

M’ Arthur Lands Smoking Cob Pipe 
After Jap Torpedoes Miss His Ship 


GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTER’S, Philippines, Jan. 10 
(AP).—Wearing his famed cam- 
paign hat and five stars on his 
collar, and smoking a big corn- 
cob pipe, Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur returned to Luzon with his 
assault troops Tuesday morning. 

Two torpedoes from a midget 
submarine missed his ship as the 
convoy headed for the landing. 
MacArthur then rode on the en- 
gine box of a landing craft and 
waded knee-deep in water onto 
the soil of Luzon he left nearly 
three years ago. 

He hit the shore about two 
hours after the first wave and 
climbed in a jeep. When the jeep 
broke down he walked to the 
nearest command post, where he 
talked with privates and generals 
alike and expressed himself as 
pleased with the way the opera- 
tion was proceeding. 

In the boat which took Mac- 
Arthur to Lingayen Beach were 


his aides, Col. Lloyd Lehrbas and 
Lt. Col. Roger Egberg, and three 
of the men who accompanied him 
in his flight from Corregidor— 
Lt. Gen. Richard Sutherland, Maj. 
Gen. Richard Marshall and Maj. 
Gen. Spencer Akin. 

Also with the party was War- 
rant Officer Paul Rogers and Sgt. 
Adam Shorter, Altoona, Pa., the 
one American Marine who went 
ashore with MacArthur. 

Shorter had stood guard out- 
side MacArthur’s cabin aboard 
the warship which brought him 
to Luzon. When the General 
found out his guard had a brother 
in one of the Army divisions tak- 
ing part, he obtained permission 
for Shorter to make the landing 
in the hope of finding his broth- 
er, Earl.

TANK-LED YANK 
CULUMINS DRIVE 
TOWARD MANILA 
FROM LINGAYEN 


Thousands of Americans 
Landed, More Troops 
Pouring Ashore—800- 
Ship Convoy Under 
Attack 3 Days. 


GEN. MAC ARTHUR'S 
HEADQUARTERS ON LU- 
ZON, Philippines, Jan. 10 
(AP).—Tens of thousands of 
American troops, after land. 
ing with Gen. Douglas Mae- 
Arthur yesterday in Lingayen 
Gulf on western Luzon Island, 
drove tank-led spearheads 
south across flatlands toward 
Manila today in the climactie 
fight for the Philippines. 

Manila was about 110 miles 
away through low, dry 
country excellently suited for 
the enormous quantities of 
mechanized equipment landed 
with the veteran fighting men 
from an 800-ship convoy which 
stretched out for 70 miles, 

Twenty-four hours after the 
initial landings, made against 
amazingly light opposition at 9:30 
a, m., Tuesday (7:30 p. m. Mon- 
day, St. Louis time), the Sixth 
Army Yanks still were pouring 
ashore and over the same cres- 
cent of sand dunes the Japanese 
invaders used three years ago. 

MacArthur’s communique said 
four beachheads had been made 
secure and a front dispatch re- 
ported that the troops were be- 
yond their first-day objectives. 

Landing losses were officially 
reported as very light. 

G0od Roads on Island. 

Railroad lines and good macad- 
amized roads promised rapid 
transportation for the first time 
in the Southwest Pacific cam- 
paign. 

(William J. Dunn, Columbia 
Broadcasting correspondent, re- 
ported from Luzon this morning 
that the Japanese still had of- 
fered no troublesome opposition 
on the ground.) 

Before the landing, the huge 
invasion armada weathered the 
most deadly air attack the Jap- 
anese could mount, dating back 
to Jan. 5. The enemy had the 
convoy under observation from 
the time it started, but waited 
until it approached Luzon past 
enemy-held islands before attack- 
ing with the fury of desperation. 

(Estimates of the number of 
men in the American reinvasion 
force ran upward from an Axis 
report of 60,000 to triple that fig- 
ure, The 60,000-figure was re 
ported by the Berlin radio, quot- 
ing a Tokyo dispatch today as 
saying that number already had 
landed. 

(Censored American dispatches 
from the Philippines described the 
operation as half again as big as 
the Leyte invasion, where the ac- 
tual landing force was estimated 
at 100,000. The over-all number 
of landing and amphibious ve- 
hicles—more than 3000—also indi- 
cates a force of upward of 150, 
000.) 

MacArthur in Second Wave. 

Gen, MacArthur, wading ashore 
with the second assault wave, es- 
tablished headquarters on the is- 
land where his outnumbered men 
fought valiantly in defeat at Ba- 
taan and Corregidor. 

With the support of a blistering 
dawn naval and air barrage of 
shells, bombs and rockets, the 
Sixth Army: under Lt. Gen. Wal- 
ter Krueger, formerly commander 
at Jefferson Barracks, Mo., landed 
along 15 miles of Lingayen Gulf, 
found the beaches virtually 
cleared of defenders and quickly 
pushed inland. 

The beachhead extended from 
near Lingayen city on the south- 
ern shore northeastward to San 
Fabian, a seacoast village near the 
center of the semi-circular gulf. 

A dispatch from the landing 
scene said American troops en- 
tered San Fabian two hours after 
landing. 

The first counterfire from Japa- 
nese mortars came from the foot- 
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‘hills leading to Baguio, slightly to 


the northeast. 

A bridge blown up, presumably 
by the Japanese, held up forces 
advancing inland in the area of 
Lingayen city, southwest of Sdn 
Fabian. 


The low American casualties re-| 


futed enemy warnings that an in- 
vasion of Luzon would be a costly 


undertaking from the start. Jap-| 


anese defenses ashore were woe- 
fully inadequate. Some trenches 
were only a foot deep. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
C. Yates McDaniel, who accompa- 
nied MacArthur ashore, reported 
that when the smoke of the bom- 
bardment lifted Filipino civilians 
were on hand to greet the Amer- 
icans. 

“We found no booby traps or 
land mines such as we encoun- 
tered on Leyte,” McDaniel said. 
‘ “Tf the Japanese ever had any 
dugouts or pillboxes they were 
buried in sand by our bombard- 
ments. We didn’t see any.” 

(Broadcasts from the scene said 
the Japanese were so frantic with 
rage some swam out and threw 
hand grenades at the American 
ships.) 

Of momentous importance in 
tightening a military noose on 
Japan, the invasion was orderly. 
There was no bloody battle on 
the beaches. The Americans mere- 
ly plowed up the invasion ground 
with a fearsome preliminary bar- 
rage of hundreds of tons of metal 
and swarmed ashore calmly. At 
one point only 11 snipers could be 
found in an hour’s search. 

3000 Amphibious Craft. 

Just prior to the landings, fully 
$000 small amphibious craft, each 
with a full complement of troops, 
rotated near the transports while 
the last naval gunfire and blister- 
ing rocket barrage softened the 
four landing beaches. 

When this curtain of fire lifted, 
troops crowded into armored am- 
phibious tanks and _ tractors 
churned toward the landing points. 

MacArthur triumphantly an- 
nounced the landing had severed 
Japan's lines of reinforcement 
and supply, forcing the enemy to 
fight with such resources as he 
has on the island. 

“His back door is cloged,” Mac- 
Arthur said in today’s communi- 
que. 

“The decisive battle for the 
liberation of the Philippines and 
control of the Southwest Pacific 
is at hand.” 

The general said the Japanese 
evidently did not expect the in- 
vasion at the Lingayen sector, and 
attributed the light American 
losses to “this strategic surprise.” 

Some Damage to U. S. Fleet. 

MacArthur's communique ac- 
knowledged some loss and dam- 
age to the 800-ship American con- 
voy, but a high officer of V. Adm. 
Thomas Kinkaid's Seventh Fleet 
which covered the landings said 
it did not impair the efficiency of 
the striking force. 

The brunt of the enemy attacks 
fell on the advance force, a heavy 
bombardment group of pre-Pearl 
Harbor battleships, escort carriers, 
cruisers and destroyers which 
shelled beaches at Lingayen city 
and San Sebastian town to destroy 
coastal batteries three full days 
preceding the landings. 

American interceptor pilots and 
antiaircraft guns knocked down 
at least 79 of the attacking planes 
in the continued enemy attacks 
at the approaching convoy. 

A Japanese midget submarine 
sent two torpedoes toward a group 
of cruisers, one carrying Gen. 
MacArthur. They slithered harm- 
lessly through the formation, The 
60-foot submarine was forced to 
the surface by depth charges, 
rammed by a destroyer and sent 
to the bottom. 

Sunday night the Japanese tried 
to slip a destroyer into the con- 
voy, but it was detected and sunk. 
A second Japanese destroyer was 
sunk elsewhere. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
McDaniel, who was aboard’ the 
warship which carried MacArthur, 
told of repeated enemy air attacks 
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‘some of which came close to the 
‘General's ship. He said the Japa- 
nese apparently had abandoned 
hope of stopping the invasion, but 
were determined to inflict as 
‘much damage from the air as pos- 
sible. 

Their attacks reached & cfes- 
'cendo Jan. 5 and 6, then tapered 
'sharply on Jan, 7 and 8, although 


the main bulk of the convoy was 
‘then passing near Manila, Mc- 
‘Daniels said, adding that it was 
| obvious that the constant attacks 
of both the United States Army 


and Navy planes had smothered 
the air weapon on which Japan 
depended to continue its three- 
year hold on Luzon. 

As the convoy was steaming 
north off the Luzon coast, three 


Japanese destroyers made a night 


‘dash from Manila Bay. An Ameri- 


can picket destroy:r went after 
them, sinking two and forcing the 
third to flee. No American ship 
was hit. 

The enemy made another sur- 
face attack when mine sweepers 
approached Lingayen Gulf the 
night of Jan. 5, McDaniel said, but 
an alert American destroyer drove 
off the two Japanese destroyer es- 
corts which had closed in, Later, 


‘fighter and torpedo bombers sank 


one Japanese destroyer, and prob- 
ably another. 

McDaniel said Japanese fighter 
planes, nestling 100-pound bombs 
under each wing, and fat-bellied 
dive bombers made a number of 
sharp passes at the vast assem- 
blage of ships as H-hour ap- 
proached, but were overwhelmed 
by the United States air cover. 

Preparatory Air Blows. 

A week of warship shellings by 
Adm. William F. Halsey’s Third 
Fleet and air raids on Japan’s en- 
tire inner defense perimeter, cut- 
ting deeply into the enemy’s 
aircraft, ,preceded the invasion. 
These took in the Kuriles, Japan, 
the Ryukyu, Bonin and Volcano 
islands, Formosa and Luzon. 

Third Fleet carrier planes in- 
tensively pounded Luzon Saturday 
and Sunday and Formosa, Japan's 
big supply base for the Philippines 
Tuesday (Philippines time). They 
also hit Okinawa in the Ryukyu 
chain to the north. In all, 262 
Japanese planes were destroyed 
or damaged and 73 ships sunk or 
crippled. 

Air cover over the beaches was 
provided by Lt. Gen, George C. 
Kenney’s Far Eastern Air Force. 

40,814 Square Miles of Land. 

Luzon, of 40,814 square miles, is 
the largest of the 7083 islands in 
the Philippine archipelago. Its 
population is between 4,000,000 and 
4.500,000 out of a total of about 
18,000,000 in the islands, Manila’s 
wartime population alone is over 
a million. 

Luzon’s flat country, ideal for 
major fighting, is in the west cen- 
tral sector and in the northeast. 
In the west central _ section, 
stretching southward from Lin- 
gayen Gulf, is flat country leading 
southward to Bataan. 

In the northeast the fertile Ca- 
gayan Valley, approximately 150 
miles long, is sandwiched between 
high mountain ranges. At its 
northern extremity is the port of 
Appari. Rugged mountains cover 
Luzon’s northeast coast facing 
the Pacific and also the wild re- 
gions of the northwest. 

When the Japanese lose Luzon 
they will be cut off from its rich 


'war supplies, including sugar for 
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‘industrial alcohol, cotton, copper, 
other minerals, rope plants, copra, 
lumber, rice and fish. 
| Japan’s exact strength on Luzon 
is-not known, but has been vari- 
ously estimated at from a quarter 
to a half-million fighting men. 
The Japanese hold many impor- 
tant airports on the islands, plus 
such strategic installations as Cor- 
regidor and other fortified islands 
guarding the mouth of Manila 
Bay; the naval base at Cavite; 
the navy yard at Olongapo on 
Subic Bay northwest of Manila 
and army centers in the Manila 
area. |

JAP SAYS YANKS 
MET ‘FURIOUS’ FIRE

A Japanese war correspondent’s 
eyewitness account of the landing 
of American troops at Lingayen 
Gulf was broadcast today by the 
Tokyo radio. It told of American 
soldiers being met by a “furious 
sally of fire.”

respondents, 

The Japanese correspondent was 
quoted as saying that the bom- 
bardment from United States war- 
ships and bombing from carrier- 
based planes increased in intensity 
as two columns of landing barges 
from some 100 transports ap- 
proached the shore line. 

“Shells from our batteries con- 
tinuously burst amid the enemy 
landing bafges,” he said, “In ut- 
ter disregard of the Americans, 
Japanese gunners kept to their 
posts and took a heavy toll of 
landing craft. 

“At a distance of 50 meters off 
the beach the enemy landing 
barges came to a standstill, hav- 
ing run aground on the reefs. 
Japanese machine-gun fire swept 
over the United States troops who 
were leaping into the sea.” 

Pre-landing battles in Lingayen 
Gulf, an unconfirmed enemy 
broadcast said, cost the American 
forces “one cruiser and four trans- 
ports set ablaze.” 


Australia’s Acting Prime Minister 
Hails Luzon Invasion. 
CANBERRA, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
Acting Prime Minister Francis 
Forde, commenting on the Luzon 
landing, said the news will be 
hailed with delight by all United 

Nations. 

He added that Australians would 
play a substantial part in wrest- 
ing the Philippine Islands from 
the Japanese.

GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Philippines, Jan. 10 
(AP).—Lingayen Gulf is known 

as “the backdoor to Manila.” 
There the main Japanese force 


landed Dec. 22, 1941, against out- 
numbered and outgunned Ameri- 
can and Filipino defenders. Ten 
days later Imperial forces had cov- 
ered the 120 miles into Manila as 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur pulled 
back his forces to Bataan penin- 
sula for their historic stand. 

The great plains of central 
Luzon — ranging from 30 to 60 
miles in width between Lingayen 
and Manila—offer the first exten- 
sive open area MacArthur Has en- 
countered. 

The Japanese used light tanks 
during their drive to Manila. 
There is no optimism in the 
Philippines over the prospects of 
American troops being able to 


‘|push forward with comparable 


speed. 
Japs Have Strong Forces. 

In contrast to the meager forces 
at MacArthur’s command in the 
dark days of enemy conquest, 
Japan has a strong garrison on 
Luzon. They undoubtedly are well 
equipped. The Japanese have had 
nearly three years to build de- 
fenses. 

Lingayen may be a military 
backdoor to Manila, but it is be- 
set with hazards. The great plains 
are covered by a network of good 
roads and a rail line runs north- 
ward through it from Manila. 

In the face of strong defenses, 
numerous rivers offer am major 
problem, The largest are _ the 
Agno and Dagupan, Both are too 
deep for fording even in the cur- 
rent dry season. 

Clark Field, with its many well 
developed strips, is 60 miles from 
Lingayen. It is one of the prime 
bombing targets. 

Swamps Are Impediment,. 

The swampy area will be an 
impediment to American forces on 
the southern end of their beach- 
head, but the northern sector is 
generally firm. 

The great plains are highly de- 
veloped agriculturally. Rice pad- 
dies full of water and ooze are 
militarily a handicap to the in- 
vaders in the lowlands. 

In contrast to the rainy season 
which bogged the Leyte fighting, 
this is the dry season in central 
Luzon. Any sudden rains would 
create a bad situation because the 
rivers are subject to rapid rises. 

Streams are crossed by scores of 
bridges between Lingayen and 
Manila, There are a number of 
communities of several thousand 
population in the landing area. 

Lingayen’s principal port of San 
Fernando is northwest of the land- 


bardment fleet commander. He 
captained the cruiser Houston on 
a visit into Lingayen Gulf in June, 
1941. He commanded fire-support 
forces in American landings in the 
Marshalls, Marianas, Carolines and 
at Leyte. 


YANKS ENTER TOWN 
WITHIN TWO HOURS

WITH AN INFANTRY DIVI- 
SION AT SAN FABIAN, Jan 9 
(Via Army radio) — (Delayed) — 
(AP).—In less than two hours 
after H+hour today, swift, hard 
driving American troops, swept 
over Japanese trenches and pill- 
boxes to enter this coastal town 
and continue eastward in seagch 
of enemy lines. 

Although previous information 
indicated strong and bitter fight- 
ing could be expected, American 
troops met only token rearguard 
action. This beachhead area and 
town showed the results of the 
terrific naval and air bombard- 
ment. Bomb craters and shell 
holes were everywhere. 

Under leadership of Col. Joseph

Along 
the road in front of the municipal 
building, Lt. Anthony Sabella of 
Brooklyn, was assuring scantily 
clad civilians that food and cloth- 
ing would be distributed imme- 
diately. 


GEN, HOMMA SAYS JAP NAV¥

SUCCESS IN LUZON 
MOVE TONET U.S. 
TWO RICH PRIZE 


Will Give Yanks Control 
of Jap Sea Lines, Pro- 


vide Base for New In- 
vasion Thrusts. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10 (AP).— 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur's return 
to Luzon after three years of 
dogged island warfare at last 
places American bayonets in the 
jugular vein of the Japanese Em- 
pire. 

As the strategy of the Pacific 
War is now sized up in military 
querters here, there are two main 
objectives in the invasion of the 
main island of the Philippines: 

1. To gain air and naval bases 
which will command the enemy’s 
vital sealanes between the Japa- 
nese homeland and the rich 
stolen empire in Malaya and the 
Dutch Indies. As soon as Luzon 
can be sufficiently conquered to 
get these bases in operation it 
should be virtually impossible 
for the Japanese to carry on any 
sort of transport*through the 
South China Sea, 

2. To provide a jumping-off 
place for further moves against 
the enemy, probably including 
both a thrust across the China 
Sea to the Asiatic mainland and 
an amphibious campaign against 
Japan itself. 

How soon these objectives may 
be realized remains a subject of 
speculation here. The fighting on 
Leyte is regarded as indicative of 
the fierce resistance which the 
Japanese will put up now that 
their innermost bastions are 
threatened. 

There is no doubt that the Jand 
campaign on Luzon, bringing 
American forces into combat with 
the best land troops the enemy can 
muster, will be fairly prolonged 
and intense. 


Restoration of Strategy. 


In a sense the return to Luzon 
restores American strategy to the 
position from which it started 
when the war opened three years 
ago. It makes possible the appli- 
cation of a plan of blockade and 
bombardment which was the origi- 
nal plan that the American high 
command expected to use. It was 
thwarted then by the enemy’s 
overwhelming drive through the 
Philippines to the Dutch Indies— 
a drive that was halted only in 
New Guinea and on Guadalcanal. 

The great difference between 
the situation that existed in De- 
cember, 1941, and today is the 
losses which the Japanese have 
suffered and the enormous in- 
crease in American naval and mil- 
itary power. 

Great as is the achievement in 
the Luzon invasion, miiltary men 
here stress that it marks only 
the beginning of the last phase 
of bringing a crushing force to 
apply on Japan. 

Ships and planes operating from 
Luzon will not be in position to 
close the Japanese sea lanes to 
Manchuria, Korea and China and 
the Japanese have sought to pre- 
pare against the disaster now con- 
fronting them by taking advan- 
tage of this fact. 

Their strategy in China for sev- 
eral months has been directed at 
opening and widening the corri- 
dor linking their forces in Man- 
churia. with those in Malaya as 
far south as Singapore and, to 
some extent, even those in the 
Dutch Indies islands of Sumatra 
and Java.

General Lands in Same Gulf, but This Time 
It Is Foe Who Is Isolated, Outgunned 
on Sea and in Air.

WITH GEN, MacARTHUR ON 
LUZON, Jan. 10 (AP).—Landing 
on ground on which he knows every 
foot of the terrain, Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur yesterday launched the 
final phase of a great personal and 
military cycle in the Philippines. 

It was along the Lingayen Gulf 
that MacArthur conducted maneuv- 
ers 10 years ago as commanding 
General of the Philippines Depart- 
ment of the United States Army. 

When MacArthur reports, as he 
did in today’s communique, that 
the Japanese must fight with such 
resources as they still have on 
Luzon he knows whereof he 
speaks from bitter memory, 

That is what he had to do a 
little more than three years ago. 

His return, to Luzon, was made 
yesterday with a powerful army 
on the same Lingayen beaches 
onto which Japan poured the main 
body of its Philippine invasion 
force to start in earnest the cam- 
paign which carried Japan to its 
height and lowered the United 
States to the depths of its mili- 
tary prestige. 


Route Retraced. 

Returning to Luzon, to guide the 
fulfillment of the dream which he 
steadfastly believed could and 
should be made true, MacArthur 
retraced much the same route by 
which he left Luzon as the first 
drama of the Philippines was mov- 
ing inexorably toward its final 
tragic act on Corregidor. 

MacArthur left Corregidor in a 
small, frail torpedo boat under 
the cloak of darkness. In its fur- 
tive crossing, the small party hid 
by day from the enemy who then 
commanded air and sea. He re- 
turned to Luzon on a powerful 
warship, one of many which es- 
corted hundreds of transports and 
landing vessels. 

Steaming boldly into waters 
which Japanese propagandists 
have described as a “great East 
Asian coprosperity lake,” our con- 
voy never deviated from its course 
in spite of attacks by submarines, 
planes that were recklessly hurled 
at our ships, destroyers which at- 
tempted to cut across our path. 


“Man battle stations to repeal 
submarine attacks,” blared the 
loud speakers and a torpedo cut 
through the waters. MacArthur 
barely paused in his © measured 
pacing of the deck, and never 
missed a puff on his three-inch 
deep barreled corncob pipe, as a 
nearby destroyer brought the 
midget submarine to the surface 
with charges, and then finished 
off the raider by a head-on ram- 
ming. 

Watches Jap Attacks. 

Early the following morning a 
single plane dropped a bomb be- 
tween us and a nearby destroyer. 
Standing that day bare-headed by 
the open rail, again with his corn- 
cob firmly between his teeth, Mac- 
Arthur watched another Japanese 
plane hover for a moment directly 
overhead, then make tracks in a 
sky pock-marked by our gun- 
bursts. 

A few moments later, Mac- 
Arthur saw the guns of eight war- 
ships concentrate on a bomber. 
One wing was blown off and the 
enemy plane spun around like a 
top and crashed into the sea a 
scant 100 yards away. 

The third morning, Monday, 
MacArthur again was at his rail- 
ing. To the east the mountains 
of Bataan were fading from sight 
when more raiders came over. 
Again, on Tuesday morning, before 
the landing in Lengayen Gulf, 
MacArthur watched enemy planes 
strike at his fleet. 

Redeeming Hig Pledge. 

The troops were still on the alert 
on the beach when MacArthur 
waded ashore, but the General 
took off across the sand dunes 
and in a few minutes was firing 
questions and nodding his head 
with very apparent satisfaction as 
the divisional commander reported 
the progress made. 

MacArthur had every reason to 
be satisfied with the success of 
his bold landing assault. 

One hundred and ten airline 
miles south is Manila, prime goal 
of the Philippine liberation cam- 
paign and of MacArthur’s pledge 
in the spring of 1942 that “I have 
come through, and I shall return.” 


JAPS IN TRAP THIS 
TIME IF BATAAN IS 
BATTLEFIELD AGAIN 


But Division That Tortured 


Yanks Won’t Be There—It 
Was Lost on Leyte.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 10 
(AP).—A second battle of Bataan 
may be fought in the Philippines 
before many months. This time 
the Japanese would be in the trap, 
reversing the position in the early 
months of 1942 when heroic Amer- 
ican and Filipino forces, backed 
into the Bataan peninsula, fought 
a losing fight against overwhelm- 
ing odds. 

Yank invasion forces on the 
Lingayen Gulf are within 75 miles 
of Bataan. Flat country, pierced 
by a fine highway and a railroad, 
reaches southward to the mouth 
of the bloody peninsula where 
American and Filipino troops, 
after their surrender, suffered vi- 
cious atrocities and then were 
forced to make the infamous 
death march during which wun- 
counted hundreds died. 

If a second battle of Bataan is 
fought, an important element will 
be missing — the barbarous Six- 
teenth Division of the Imperial 
Japanese Army. That division was 
wiped out on Leyte. 

The Japanese, using conscripted 
Filipino labor, were preparing de- 
fenses on Bataan late in 1943 when 
I left the Philippines for repatria- 
tion after being held a prisoner 
for 21 months, They also im- 
proved the airfields at Mariveles, 
on the southern tip of Bataan, a 
few miles from the island fortress 
of Corregidor guarding the en- 
trance to Manila Bay.

of supplies and raw materials 
northward to Japan which up to 
now they have carried by sea.

It also is true that while the

It is a subject of speculation 
that American plans for operations 
in the north Pacific probably will 
not be completed until after Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has met with 
Prime Minister Churchill and Pre- 
mier Stalin and learned Russia’s 
intentions or at least the possibil- 
ities of Russian participation in 
the Japanese war. 

The role of the British, however, 
is believed here to have been fair- 
ly well worked out now, It is con- 
sidered probable that this, once 
the immediate job of clearing up 
Burma is fairly well completed,

MORE WAR PLANT 
TRAINEES NEEDED 
INST. LOUIS AREA 


50,000 Trained So Far 
in Free Government 
Courses to Qualify for 
Essential Jobs. | 


Fifty thousand workers in the 
St. Louis area have been trained 
for jobs in war plants through 
free courses sponsored by the Fed- 
eral Government, but thousands of 
additional workers are needed to 
meet production quotas. 

Housewives who have never 
worked ina factory; men and 
women planning to transfer from 
non-essential to war work; war in- 
dustry employes desiring to im- 
prove their skills and qualify for 
better jobs—all may take the in- 
struction, regardless of residence.

Some of the courses are given in 
war plants, with training provided 
in “vestibule” schools and on ac- 
tual production lines. Other 


courses are given at Hadley Tech- 
nical High School, 3405 Bell ave- 
nue, and at a branch for Negroes 
at Washington Technical High 
School, 2800 Montgomery street. 

Eleven thousand trainees were 
paid during their training period, 
and 6000 of these paid workers 
took their training in war plants. 

Skis Useful After War. 

Many of the skills acquired for 
War production will be equally 
useful in postwar employment. 
Training is streamlined into short 
unit courses given by instructors 
with years of shop experience. In- 
struction is on an individual basis, 
and is scheduled to suit the con- 
venience of trainees. There are 
morning, afternoon and evening 
classes. 

An induction course for pros- 
pective women workers in ma- 
chine shops covers the elements 
of blueprint reading, basic ma- 
chine-shop mathematics, and uses 
of the common hand tools and 
measuring instruments. Other ma- 
chine shop courses deal with en- 
gine lathe, milling machine, 
shaper, grinder and planer work, 
as well as inspection of small 
parts. 

Aircraft courses are offered in 
woodworking, engine maintenance, 
template layout and blueprint 
reading. Courses in electric and 
oxy-acetylene welding are offered 
both for beginners and for welders 
seeking to improve their skill and 
Jearn new techniques. In a period 
of several weeks, a B welder can 
develop his skill to the point of 
passing an A test. Courses for stu- 
dent telegraphers also are offered. 

The training program for war 
workers was instituted two and 


one-half years ago, and more than 


1600 trainees are currently en- 
rolled. The program is financed 
by funds of the United States Of- 
fice of Education, and is admin- 
istered by the St. Louis Board of 
Education and the State Board for 
Vocationa! Education, in co-opera- 
tion with the War Manpower Com- 
mission and the United States Em- 
ployment Service. R. J. Sacks is 
director and Clemens Nicholas is 
assistant director of the program 
in St. Louis.

WATER PLANT DOESN'T 
PAY GITY A PROFIT 


Examiner Says It Gets More 
From Other Departments 
Than It Gives. 


St. Louis municipal Water De- 
partment gets much more in free 
service from the various branches 
of the city. government than it 
gives in return, an aldermanic 
committee was informed today by 
George A. Fickeissen, examiner of 


accounts and properties for the 
Comptroller’s office. The commit- 
tee was appointed last September 
to investigate charges that present 
and past city officials had diverted 
water funds into other municipal 
channels. Comptroller Louis Nolte 
detailed Fickeissen to make an in- 
quiry. 

Fickeissen‘s report analyzes the 
charge that the Water Department 
has borne the cost of operating 
the City Sanitarium branch plant 
and the Municipal Testing Labora- 
tory, about one-third of the opera- 
tions of which relate to the Water 
Department. Fickeissen found that 
in the 38 years, 1905-43, the Water 
Depament paid the expenses of 
the laboratory for 18 years, and 
paid nothing for 20 years. Since 
1905 the Sanitarium branch power 
plant, operating as a Water De- 
partment facility, has cost the $3,- 
158,467 stated in the Water Com- 
missioner’s report, Fickeissen 
states, 

Fickeissen Statement. 

However, Fickeissen states, “the 
(Water Commissioner’s) annual 
report fails to show the public 
that, since 1831, the Water De- 
partment has used all needed city 
departments without charge, or, 
that, in its early days, general 
revenue was used to make up its 
deficits and to expand its facili- 
ties. The report fails to show 
that the people of St. Louis built 
and now own and operate a tax- 
free public utility with a capital 
investment of $56,000,000, which 
makes no profit for municipal 
revenue. 
The investigator then proceeds 
to list the instances in which the 
Water Department gets service 
and facilities at the expense of 
general municipal revenue. He 
figures that, on the basis of its 
number of employes, 807 as com- 
pared to 8143 in other city serv- 
ices, the Water Department 
should bear $147,033 a year of the 
cost of maintenance of various 
municipal functions; that the 
space it occupies in City Hall 
would command a rental of $12,- 
500 a year; and that, if the water 
utility paid taxes and _ service 
charges as private utilities do, 
such payments would come to 
$241,330 a year. 

Taxpayer Has Benefited. 
While most other large cities 
do not assess taxes against their 
municipally owned water depart- 
ments, the Milwaukee water de- 
partment pays that city $750,000 
a year in lieu of taxes; and Phila- 
delphia, which claims ownership 
of the first municipal waterworks 
in the United States, uses water 
reveniie as general revenue. 
“This investigation,” Fickeissen 
reports, “failed to reveal any il- 
legal fiscal acts or policies on the 
part of any past or present city 
official; in fact, it has been ad- 
mitted that the taxpayer, who is 
the paramount concern, has not 
been harmed, but rather has bene- 
fited.”

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FATAL ACCIDENTS 
IN CITY 289 IN 1944, 
OFF 71 FROM 1943 


Rate of 35.4 Per 100,000 of 
Population May Be Low- 
est of Big Cities. 


The number of fatal accidents 
in St. Louis declined from 360 in 
1943 to 289 in 1944, the Safety 
Council of Greater St. Louis re- 
ported today, adding the total is 
the lowest since records of this 
type were first kept in 1923. 

F. Edward O'Neil, president of 
the council, said the 1944 figure, 
which represents a fatality rate 
of 35.4 per 100,000 of population, 
“may land us at the head of the 
list of all large cities.” Totals for 
all cities have not yet been re- 
leased, he said. 

The council reported 110 traffic 
fatalities, including 89 involving 
motor vehicles, an increase of 15 
over the motor vehicle total re- 
ported for 1943. Of the 89, 13 
victims were struck by vehicles 
which failed to stop and four were 
struck in marked but unprotected 
safety zones. 
The greatest reduction was 
noted in deaths resulting from 
falls in homes. These decreased 
from 120 in 1943 to 66 in 1944, a 
reduction of 44 per cent. Home 
accidents of all types resulted in 
99 deaths, 67 less than in 1943. 


EDWARD MALLINCKRODT JR. 
LOSES IN $382,157 TAX CASE 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals in a decision filed here 
today upheld a deficiency assess- 
ment of $382,157 in income taxes 
against Edward Mallinckrodt Jr. 
of St. Louis for the 1934 to 1937. 
The decision sustained a previ- 
ous ruling by the United States 
Tax Court that the Internal Rev- 
enue Commissioner had properly 
assigned as taxable to Mallinck- 
rodt the undistributed income of 
a trust fund set up for him and 
his family by his father, the late 
Edward Mallinckrodt, chemical 
manufacturer. 

Judge John B. Sanborn, in an 
opinion filed by him and con- 
curred in by Judges Kimbrough 
Stone and Seth Thomas, said Ed- 
ward Mallinckrodt Jr. had “the 
possession of power over the dis- 
position of the trust income” and 
“had in each of the years involved 
the realizable economic gain nec- 
essary to make the income tax- 
able to him.” Mallinckrodt had 
contended that the income of the 
trust should be taxable to the 
trust.

St. Louisans were urged today 
by William Miller, president of the 
Coal Exchange of St. Louis and of 
the Hawthorn Coal Co., to help 
coal dealers avert hardship for 
consumers by ordering coal only 
when needed and by making ar- 
rangements themselves to move 
coal from the curb to the bin 
where necessary. 

Dealers have enough yard stocks 
of fuel on hand to care for pres- 
ent needs, Miller said, but there 
fs a labor shortage of yard men, 


drivers and wheel-in men. About 
40 per cent of the coal trucks In 
the district are idle because of a 
lack of drivers, he said. 

The Coal Exchange is asking 
consumers to give dealers one or 
two weeks’ notice on when their 
bins will be nearly empty, and to 
be sure to be home to accept de- 
liveries, Miller said. Despite a 
flood of orders during recent cold 
snaps, Miller added, dealers have 
managed to make daily deliveries 
in all cases where they were cer- 
tain the consumer was out or 
nearly out of coal. Basket dealers 
in poorer districts of the city have 
had ample supplies, he said. 


NEW CHARTER PROPERTY TAX 
PLAN INDORSED IN BULLETIN 


The system of property taxation 
provided in the proposed new 
Missouri constitution, to be sub- 
mitted to the voters Feb. 27, is 
more equitable and easier to ad- 
minister than the present system, 
the Governmental Research Insti- 
tute reported today in one of a 
series of bulletins discussing the 
document. 

Analyzing the proposed change 
in the method of taxing intangible 


personal property from ad valorem

Ninth’s Record. 

United States Ninth Air Force 

Headquarters announced that dur- 
ing 1944, its first full year as a 
tactical weapon, the Ninth flew 
328,015 sorties and dropped more 
than 217,028 tons of bombs on the 
enemy, 
Its pilots destroyed 1752 enemy 
planes, probably destroyed 257 and 
damaged 817 in combat. On the 
ground they destroyed 470, prob- 
ably destroyed 67 and damaged 
The Americans’ losses were 
1455 fighter bombers and 288 me- 
dium and light bombers. 

Ninth Air Force fighter bomb- 
ers, which accounted for 126,618 


of the total tons dropped, de- 
stroyed more than 21,000 enemy 
vehicles of all types, including 
tanks and self-propelled guns. 
From D-day on June 6, to Dec. 
31, the fighter bombers knocked 
out 2397 locomotives, destroyed

Pending enactment of an over- 
all statute, Patterson said, the War 
Department favored work-or-fight 
legislation for all men between 
the ages of 18 and 45. The com- 
mittee is considering such a bill. 
Patterson said “it will be neces- 
sary” within the next six months 
to induct men between the ages of 
26 and 30 “in large numbers from 
industry,” adding that the needs 
of the Army and the Navy were 
for men under 30. To replace 
these men on their induction, he 
said, some way must be found to 
shift older men into war jobs. 
“Unattractive” Duties. 

The legislation which Patterson 
indorsed as a substitute for a 
general national service law, if 
Congress will not approve that, 
would subject to immediate induc- 
tion any man between the ages of 
18 and 45 who leaves a job without 
draft board approval. Those phy- 
sically fit would be used for reg- 
ular military duty, the others go- 
ing into special service units to 
perform what Patterson said 
would be “unattractive” assign- 
ments. 

Patterson said the Army “would 
deplore the induction of large 
numbers of men for special serv- 
ice units,” adding, “We don’t need 
them.” 

The primary purpose of the bill, 
he declared, is to “persuade and 
force, if you like,” men not now 
supporting the war effort to im- 
mediately do so. 

He emphasized the necessity of 
denying normal veterans’ benefits 
to men in the special service units, 
asserting that they would not be 
subject to the usual physical risks 
and hazards of warfare. 

Ralph a. Bard, under secretary 
of the Navy, likewise recom- 
legislation, but backed the “work 
or fight” measure for men in the 
18-45 group as a possible substi- 
tute.

Lahey’s

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 10.— 
An attempt by Representative 
Raymond J. Lahey (Dem.), St. 
Louis, to initiate a legislative in- 
vestigation of lobbying activities 
of the small-loan companies was 
quickly blocked in the Republican- 
controlled Missouri House late 
yesterday afternoon without a rec- 
ord vote and with Hittle debate. 

Defeat of Lahey’s investigation 
resolution was more swift than the 
unsuccessful termination of 
Lahey’s attempt to carry on a 
similar inquiry in the Republican- 
controlled House of the 1943 Leg- 
islature. 

Lahey, wio immediately encoun- 
tered opposition from the Repub- 
lican majority leaders when he 
offered his resolution, was wun- 
able to obtain a second for his 
demand for a roll call. This would 
have put the House members on 


record as to their vote. 
lution Was defeated, on a voice 


ayes. 

Lahey, asserting that a “deplor- 
able and scandalous situation” 
existed as a result of small-loan 
company activities, charged in his 
resolution that these companies 
“have engaged in political activ- 
ities and in political campaigns, 
and in lobbying on a tremendous 
to a point of statewide 
scandal.” 

Recalls Slush Fund Charges. 


“In addition to lobbying activ- 
ities at Missouri legislative ses- 
sions,” Lahey charged in his reso- 
lution, “there are many reports 
in the state press of small-loan 
lobbying activities at the recent 
Constitutional Convention and of 
mysterious slush funds used in an 
effort to defeat proposals in the 
convention dealing with the small- 
loans problem.” Lahey said there 
were reports of “underground ac- 
tivities’ by small-loan companies 
against the proposed new consti- 
tution. 


Lahey, whose resolution called 
for creation of a special House 
committee with full power to in- 
vestigate the alleged lobbying ac- 


the small-loan lobby has hereto- 
fore enjoyed spectacular success 
in defeating rate reduction bills 
and in escaping thorough inves- 
tigation of its activities.” 

The small-loan companies under 
a special law now are authorized 
to collect interest rates ranging 
from 30 to 36 per cent a year on 
loans up to $300. 

The reading of Lahey’s resolu- 
tion by a House clerk barely was 
completed when Lahey ran into 
opposition. 


Speaker Pro Tem Opposes Move. 


Representative Murray § E. 
Thompson of Marshfield (Rep.), 
Speaker pro tem, said an investi- 
gation had been made two years 
ago following a similar resolution 
by Lahey, at a cost of several 
thousand dollars, and that there 
had been no change in conditions 
since that time. 

“There are other things to be 
considered that are far more im- 
portant than this,” Thompson said. 
“This resolution should be defeated 
so we can go te more important 
business.” 


Representative Randall R. Kitt 
of Chillicothe, majority floor lead- 
er, said: “I don’t see why we 
should have to take up small-loan 
resolutions day after day.” 

Representative M. M. Wright 
(Dem.), Chariton County, who ex- 
plained that he held no brief for 
the small-loan companies or David 
B. Lichtenstein of St. Louis, also 
opposed Lahey’s resolution. Lich- 
tenstein, executive vice president 
of the Public Loan Corporations, is 
head of the small-loan lobby in 
Missouri. Wright said, “We sat 
through all of this two years ago.” 

Lahey, apparently fighting for 
an already lost cause, failed in his 
demand for a roll call, and went 
down to defeat on the voice vote. 

One Lobbyist on Hand, 

The only small-loan lobbyist in 
evidence about the House yester- 
day afternoon was Al Wallach of 
St. Louis, executive vice president 
of the Missouri Association of 
Personal Finance Companies, who 
inquired of newspaper reporters 
when Lahey might introduce his 
investigation resolution. 

In the 1943 session Lahey spon- 
sored a small-loan lobbying and 
interest rate investigation resolu- 
tion, which led to creation of the 
Bailey Small Loan and Lobbying 
Investigating Committee of the 
House. That committee, after 
numerous hearings, filed a pre- 
liminary report suggesting some 
interest rate reductions and Jater

Roosevelt sent the oil agreement 
to the Senate last Aug. 24, re- 
questing its ratification. But it 
ran into difficulties, not only in 
the Senate but also in the domes- 
tic oil industry.

Blocked Nazis From Vital Areas 


Germans, Who Were Sent Into Ardennes 
With Orders to Live on U. S. Dumps, 


Found ‘Slim Pickings,’ Became Hungry, 


Short of Fuel. 


Following is the complete text of Lt. Gen. Omar N. Bradley's 
statement at a press conference yesterday on the German coun- 
teroffensive in Belgium, part of which was received too late for 


publication yesterday: 


TWELFTH ARMY GROUP HEADQUARTERS, Jan. 10 (AP) 

HE German attack was the direct result of pressure exerted 
by the Ninth, First and Third American Armies—and the 
Sixth Army Group—against the weakening 


i] 
forces of the 


German defense line. 


“The advances made during 
November and December were 
threatening vital German areas. 
It was necessary that the Ger- 
mans launch some diversionary 
attack in sufficient strength to 
cause the Allies temporarily. to 
stop their offensives against these 
vital areas and to try to gain 
time. 

“The buildup of German forces 
had been observed in the Ardennes 
area for some weeks before the 
attack and the possibility of a 
German attack through the Ar- 
dennes was thoroughly studied by 
me and my staff. 


‘Calculated Risk.’ 

“Ine leaving the Ardennes line 
lightly held we took what is 
known in military terminology as 
a ‘calculated risk’ to strengthen 
our northern and southern drives. 
In other words, instead of em- 
ploying our surplus divisions in 
the then-quiet Ardennes, we used 
them to attack in other sectors. 
This technique—of striking boldly 
while taking calculated risks—is 
what has gotten us to the Ger- 
man border. 

“In my opinion, had we followed 
more cautious policies we would 
still be fighting west of Paris. We 
felt, in the case of the Ardennes, 
that we could take this risk be- 
cause this territory contained no 
Strategic objectives or large sup- 
ply installations, and when Field 
Marshal Karl Rudolf Gerd von 
Rundstedt sent his troops into 
action with orders to live on 
American dumps, they found alim 
pickings in an empty pocket. 
Many of the prisoners we have 
captured have been hungry and 
we have now captured many 
tanks and vehicles stalled for lack 
of fuel.

“The actual timing of the attack 
and its strength were somewhat 
of a Surprise. The attack was 
skillfully launched. Field Marshal 
von Rundstedt’s movement of his 
reserves from the Cologne area to 
the jumping-off position in the 
Siegfried line was masterfully exe- 
cuted. This was made possible by 
a period of bad weather which re- 
stricted our air reconnaissance. 

“In considering the possibilities 
of a German attack through the 
Ardennes, we recognized that it 
might meet initia] success, but we 
felt the nature of the terrain and 
the size and mobility of our forces 
would justify our taking a risk. 
They would enable us to meet and 
stop an attack before it could do 
too much damage, This is exactly 
what happened. 

“The enemy’s schedule for his 
attack was upset by the heroic re- 
sistance of our troops and by the 
speed made by all three armies 
in shifting divisions to meet the 
attack. 


Vital Routes Blocked. 


“The result was that wherever 
the enemy turned along the north 
flank, groping toward a place 
where he could break out in the 
Belgian lowlands, he was met by 
troops of Gen. Hodges’ First Army. 
He found blocking his way the 
same American divisions which 
had been soundly thrashing his 
best ever since the beachhead days 
of Normandy. 

“An even greater surprise to the 
enemy was the quick appearance 
of Gen. Patton’s army on the south 
flank. Matching the speed with 
which Gen. Simpson and Gen. 
Hodges deployed their divisions 
from the north, Gen. Patton’s 
forces first relieved Bastogne— 
which was, of course, a key to the 
whole battle—and then attacked

Pacific Fleet Operations for Three Months 
Concentrated on Clearing Way to Luzon 


Carrier and Surface At- 
tacks Devoted to 
Knocking Out Bases 
Which Could Interfere 
With Invasion.

PEARL HARBOR, Jan. 10. — 
More than three months of bold 
and effective operations by our 
Pacific Fleet helped sweep the 
path for the most ambitious am- 
phibious undertaking yet attempt- 
ed in the Pacific—our invasion of 
Luzon. 

Ever since they completed their 
part of the Palau landing last 
September our carriers and war- 
ships have been patterning the 
Pacific with bombs and shells, ac- 
cording to a carefully evolved pro- 
gram, The goal has been to pro- 
mote and assist the Philippines 
campaign. Every Japanese base 
that might interfere with this 
campaign has received concen- 
trated attention. 

The meaning and the purpose of 
Adm. William F. Halsey’s carrier- 
plane strikes against Formosa and 
Okinawa last week now can be 
disclosed. It was to destroy Jap- 
anese planes and damage airfields 
which might figure’ in the Jap- 
anese defense of Luzon. Halsey’s 
carrier force did the same thing 
a few days before the invasion of 
Leyte—our original penetration of 
the Philippines—Oct. 19. 

This correspondent was with 
Halsey’s Third Fleet during the 
support of the Leyte invasion, The 
important contribution we have 
personally seen the fleet making 
toward the recapture of the Philip- 
pines came strongly to mind today 
when we learned that the Amer- 
icans were landing on Luzon. We 
thought, too, of how there had 
been no landings made by the 
Central Pacific forces in this time, 
thus leaving the fleet to devote it- 
self to the Philippines project. 
This co-ordination of invasion 
calendars points more than the 
communiques to the co-operation 
which exists between the com- 
manders of the two Pacific thea- 
ters—Adm. Chester W. Nimitz and 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

There was. an interesting com- 
munique today, however. It told 
how Nimitz, accompanied by R. 
Adm. Forrest Sherman and Comdr. 
H. A. Lamar flew to Tacloban and 
conferred with MacArthur in the 
last week in December. All the de- 
tails of the present operatfon and 
a great many other matters were 
discussed then. 

Certainly, one of the things the 
two commanders must have dis- 
cussed was the possibility of an- 
other naval engagement. We have 
control of the seas about the 
Philippines. The Philippine Sea 
itself becomes Halsey’s lake. We 
can go pretty much where we 
wish now in the Pacific. We have 
greatly whittled down the Japa- 
nese fleet from what it used to be. 
It would be dangerous for it to 
venture out, Yet it is quite con- 
ceivable that it will. 


What Japs Have Left. 

Several Jap battleships escaped 
in a heavily damaged condition 
from the October naval engage- 
ment. They may be patched up 
sufficiently now to return to sea. 
They could be joined by older bat- 
tleships. There are still sufficient 
cruisers and destroyers remain- 
ing to give them support. Prob- 
ably aircraft carriers, too. It is 
hard to envisage the Japs letting 
their naval force remain idle in 
port while they are losing the 
Philippines. When we have com- 
pleted the capture of the Philip- 
pines, a body blow will have been 
dealt to the Greater East Asia 
Co-prosperity Sphere. 

The Japanese naval efforts may 
also take the form of attempting 
to run in troop convoys to rein- 
force Japanese soldiers dug in on 
Luzon.

Yet Dr. Carver was the 
son of illiterate slave parents and be- 
came one of the great scientists of all 
times.

Light on the Big Three! 


The forthcoming Big Tnree meeting may be 
one of the most momentous conferences in the 
history of the world. Public attention will be 
focused upon it with special intensity because of 
differences that have arisen among Great Brit- 
ain, Russia and the United States, and because 
of disillusionment in this country over recent 
developments concerning Poland, Belgium, Italy 
and Greece. 

At previous international conferences, such as 
those at Casablanca, Teheran, Cairo and Quebec, 
very little news trickled to the American public, 
and, as a result, all sorts of rumors spread as 
to what occurred. Some of these rumors have 
been damaging to the United Nations cause. 

If American support for an_ international 
security organization is to be held at its present 
level or increased, the American people should 
be convinced that they are being told everything 
not conflicting with military security. If they 
feel that secret political deals are being made, 
the current disillusionment will deepen. 

Obviously, this meeting, like the previous ones, 
will deal to some extent with military matters 
which cannot be divulged. At Teheran, for ex- 
ample, plans for D-day were laid. 

The experience of past conferences, however, 
shows that news that could have been released 
was suppressed or badly handled, and there is 
vast room for improvement. American news- 
paper men were justifiably incensed when 
Reuter’s, the British news agency, leaked the 
story of the Cairo conference. 

The American people should insist that, at the 
forthcoming meeting, the American system of 
gathering and dissemjnating news should not 
be restricted by Russian or British theories or 
practices. It should insist that President Roose- 
velt obtain an agreement with Churchill and 
Stalin on news coverage prior to the meeting. 

In order to insure that all proper information 
is made available to American press agencies 
and newspapers, President Roosevelt should per- 
mit American reporters to accompany him to the 
Big Three meeting. He should also be ac- 
companied by an expert press attache of his 
own, who will see that these reporters are 
given immediate access to releasable news. In 
the President’s entourage, too, should be a 
communications expert, whose task it would be 
to arrange for adequate wire facilities. 

If a Chinese wall of silence is erected around 
the Big Three meeting, or if stories of what 
goes on there reach the public in unofficial and 
elliptical ways, it will be another invitation for 
gossip-mongers and mischief-makers to have a 
field day. Let’s handle this conference in the 
American way, which means giving the people 
all the news that does not endanger military 
security, 
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Mr. Rankin Won't

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A Miserly Relief Bill 

There is one group of Missourians who are 
not benefited by war prosperity and the urgent 
need for workers. These are the sick, crippled 
and otherwise incapacitated persons on the re- 
lief rolls, the unemployables, Their allotments 
have never been enough for more than absolute 
necessities, and now there is danger that the 
State relief budget will be so deeply slashed 
as to leave them barely enough for food, with 
nothing over for fuel, clothing or even shelter. 

For the last six months of 1944, the appropri- 
ation was $1,100,000, to care for 20,000 persons, 
some 6000 of them in the St. Louis area. For 
the first six months of 1945, only $500,000 is 
proposed. This is a cut of more than 50 per 
cent, whereas it is estimated by Parke Banta, 
Administrator of the State Social Security Com- 
mission, that $1,976,725 is required for the half- 
year. The proposed reduction will mean cutting 
the average monthly check from $10.90 to the 
pitiful sum of $3.50, barely 10 cents a day. 

This wealthy and humanitarian State should 
not tolerate such miserliness toward its helpless 
dependents. City officials are protesting, and 
St. Louis members of the House have been asked 
by the Mayor to do so. Gov. Donnelly realizes 
the need for sending out checks promptly, for 
he urged emergency action on the Legislature 
in his message Monday. -He should also join in 
the plea for checks large enough to meet the 
minimum needs of these unemployables. 
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In Pocketbook Terms 


We should like to make just one point con- 
cerning that complex assortment of facts, figures 
and recommendations known as the President’s 
budget message. But first some figures: 

Mr. Roosevelt estimates the cost of the war in 
the year from July 1, 1945, to July 1, 1946, at 70 
billion dollars. 

Actual cost of the war from July 1, 1943, to 
July 1, 1944, was $89,720,000,000. 

Estimated cost this fiscal year is 89 billions. 

By July 1, 1946, war costs are estimated to 
reach the total of 358 billions. 

We have been accustomed to hearing the word 
“billion,” even though it is hard for the human 
mind to encompass so vast a number, but now 
we begin to hear the word “trillion.” 

For the estimated total cost by July 1, 1946 
—and there is no assurance at all that the war 
will be over by that time—is more than one- 
third of a trillion dollars. 

Since we are far from paying for the war as 
it goes along, despite high taxes, the public debt 
on July 1, 1946, is expected to be 292 billions, or 
more than a fourth of a trillion. Before World 
War I, our national debt was only one billion. 

Compared with war expenses, the other needs 
of the Federal Government are infinitesimal. For 
example, only 4 per cent of the budget for 1946 
is for non-war functions. 

But to get these astronomical figures down to 
a point where they can be more easily under- 
stood, each person’s share of the national debt 


by June 30, 1946—and each person means every 
man, woman and child—will be $2118.12, That’s 
a year’s pay at $40 per week. 

These are dollars-and-cents reasons why this 
nation cannot afford a third world war. These 
are the pocketbook reasons why the United 
States must insure itself against another war 
by joining the strongest possible world security 
organization. 
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The New Slackerism 


Slackerism has taken on an entirely new 
meaning in this war. Hitherto it has been a 
brand of dishonor upon men who should be 
fighting, but who have avoided military service. 
Selective service has done much to eliminate 
military slackerism, by making all citizens sub- 
ject to call and calling those who are needed. 
But this war has opened up an entirely new 
field of responsibility which citizens can either 
shoulder or shirk. 

For the first time in our history as a nation, 
we who have always been able to produce more 


than we could possibly use are in need of more 


than we ever dreamed we could produce. 

In industrial production, the people of the 
United States are under no compulsion of a 
civilian selective service. Their only compul- 
sion is their inner sense of responsibility to 
their country. They are free to be home-front 
soldiers or home-front slackers as they choose. 

The slackers in this war are the civilians who 
should be in war work but aren’t. And'‘as long 
as there are civilians in work that is luxury or 
non-essential, while essential jobs in war plants 
stand unfilled, there are slackers on the home 
front’s war front. 

Here in St. Louis more than 50 war plants are 
crying out for workers—and can’t get them, It 
is the same throughout the country. ‘ 

There should no longer be any doubt in any- 
one’s mind that a very large amount of man 
power still remains to be shifted from non-es- 
sential to essential work. War Mobilization Di- 
rector Byrnes’ report, urging drastic measures 
to meet drastic needs, is proof of it. Further 
and conclusive proof of it is Under Secretary of 
War Patterson's announcement that 900,000 more 
men are needed for the armed forces, 700,000 
more for war production and war-supporting ac- 
tivities, in the first half of this year—and that 
their availability will shorten the war and mini- 
mize the loss of life. There should not be any 
doubt on anyone's part that the man power is 
going to be obtained. 

If it is not obtained under the voluntary sys- 
tem which is still in use, it will be obtained by 
labor draft. The man-fewer shortage is acute; 
its cost to us in lives and suffering will be heavy 
unless it is alleviated at once; and to do the 
needful this nation is grimly determined. 
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Donnelly We Roll Along 

Missouri’s choice, in changing Governors, of 
going from the noun to the adverbial form-— 
Donnell to Donnelly—may impress the electo- 
rates of some other states as odd. It will un- 
doubtedly please those who, for instance, like 
the ring of ‘‘George of Georgia’ so well that they 
would like to see other states do likewise, with 
perhaps a Missie from Mississippi and a New- 
hamp from New Hampshire, 

Why could not the states, if they were going 
to change Governors at all, change from Arnall 
to Arnally in Georgia, Schoeppel to Schoep- 
pelly in Kansas, Kerr to Kerrly in Oklahoma? 
Tugwell to Tugwelly in Puerto Rico? 

To some voters the mere suffixing may not 
appear sufficient. But the change can go deeper 
than slightly. Here in Missouri, to be exact, we 
think that Donnell to Donnelly is a lot more 
than a move from noun to adverb. We think 
it is a change from the indefinite to the definite 
article.

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New Charges About Corcoran 

The ugly charges about Thomas G. Corcoran’s 
influence in the Department of Justice will not 
subside. Now they gain new impetus in a blast 
by Norman M. Littell, former Assistant Attorney 
General, who was asked to resign by Attorney 
General Biddle and then fired by President 
Roosevelt, because of alleged “insubordination” 
in charging that the super-lobbyist had undue 
power in the department, 

This time, Littell charges that “‘Tommy the 
Cork” stage-managed the Justice Department’s 
settlement of the Sterling Drug Co. case, in- 
volving alleged cartel relations between this 
American firm and the German I. G. Farben, or 
Dye Trust. There have been many reports about 
the reasons for the lenient settlement of this 
case, and Corcoran’s name has been mentioned 
in them. Now Littell says, from his knowledge 
of the department’s inner workings, that Cor- 
coran not only influenced the settlement, but 
“completely dominated” it, and adds many de- 
tails of the maneuvers. 

Biddle has done some good things as Attorney 
General, and Littell has sometimes shown a 
craving for the spotlight. Regardless of per- 
sonalities, however, here is a situation that cries 
aloud for a full investigation by Congress. Since 
Republicans are finding plenty of grist for their 
mills in this nasty row, the administration ought 
to be interested in backing such an inquiry. 
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Cross-Talk on Robot Bombs 


Robot-bomb action against points on the East 
Coast “is possible and even probable within the 
next 30 or 60 days,” says Adm. Jonas H. Ingram, 
Commander of the Atlantic Fleet. The Navy De- 
partment disagrees, or doesn’t agree entirely. 
Its spokesman says that such attacks are con- 
sidered “entirely possible,” but it does not go 
so far as to consider them probable. 

What is the public to think in the presence 
of this official cross-talk? Adm. Ingram’s state- 
ment sounded considered and official, for he 
said he had been authorized at a conference with 
General Staff members to make a statement. 
But the Navy Department is his boss, and it 
partly repudiates what he says. The net effect 
of all this is confusion on the part of the public, 
indecision as to what to do or expect, possibly 
panic among nervous people, 

Why can't official quarters get together and 
decide what to tell the public on so weighty a 
matter as this? The people are constantly being 
warned to guard against loose talk or acceptance 
of gossip. Yet cross-talk by officials may be 
more disturbing than civilian loose talk,

Hiow do you define “democracy”? The 
word is on everyone's lips, but few people 
are ready to give it a precise meaning—in 
its modern application. Even Mr. Churchill 
confesses himself at a loss, 


In a speech in the House of Commons re- 
cently he said: “The question arises... 
how is the word ‘democracy’ to be inter- 
preted?” 

This was his own interpretation: “My 
idea of it is the plain, humble, common 
man, just the ordinary man who keeps a 
wife and family, who goes off to fight 
for his country when it is in trouble, and 
goes to the poll at the appropriate time, 
puts his cross on the ballot paper showing 
the candidate he wishes to be elected to 
Parliament—that is the foundation of de- 
mocracy.” 


What Dictionaries Say 


That does not help us very much, Nor 
do the dictionaries and historical authori- 
ties. 

The New English Dictionary defines de- 
mocracy as “Government by the people; 
that form of government in which the sov- 
ereign power resides in the people as a 
whole.” 

Bernard Shaw says democracy substitutes 
election by the incompetent many for ap- 
pointment by the corrupt few. Edmund 
Burke, reflecting in 1792 on the French 
Revolution, said: “A perfect democracy is 
the most shameless thing in the world,” 

President Wilson said to Congress on the 
entry of the United States into the last 
war: “The world must be made safe for 
democracy.” 

What did he mean, then? What do we 
all mean when we use the word? 

The better to learn what the people of 
Britain themselves felt about democracy, 
thig newspaper invited its readers to write 
us postcards stating their definition of 
the term. 

To this invitation of the Daily Mail, 1000 
people a day responded, and at the end of 
a week the spate of replies was increasing 
rather than diminishing. 

The definitions came from all parts of 
Britain, and from all sections of the com- 
munity. They ranged from replies which 
were none the less earnest because they 
were ill-spelt, to academic contributions 
from the universities. 


Women, Soldiers, Clergy 


Women correspondents were largely rep- 
resented, and it is perhaps significant that 
the majority among them were housewives 
and workers who sought to identify de- 
mocracy with practical aspirations of their 
daily lives. 

The postcards which came from hundreds 
of service men and women could be crystal- 
lized into the belief that democracy should 
represent the state of security and equal 
opportunity to which they hope to return 
in civil life. 

Many clergymen of all denominations put 
forward the same idea—that true democ- 
racy is Christianity in action, the Christian 
fellowship founded on divine precepts, 

“Love your neighbor as yourself”; “Do 
unto others as you would be done by”; 
“Live and let live’—such were the clergy- 
men’s definitions, 

Among all these thousands no legislator 


ventured to put forward his or her defini- 
tion, 

The majority choice—about one in 10 
of all writers—went to Abraham Lincoln’s 
simple definition: “Government of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people.” 

Sarcastic replies ranged from the violent- 
ly abusive, generally anonymous, to the wit- 
tily cynical, most of whom found in war 
conditions reasons for their professed dis- 
illusion, 

Above all, however, the most striking 
outcome of the reactions was encouraging, 
for it revealed a passionate interest in de- 
mocracy over an immense gection of the 
community. 


Cross-Section of Views 


Judge for yourself the value of people’s 
thoughts on the subject, A good cross-sec- 
tion of the views follows: 

Democracy is a community in which the 
rule of life for the people afd their elected 
representatives is “The greatest good for 
the largest number.” 

Government by discussion, not by guns, 

A pronounced individualism voluntarily 
submitting to discipline. 

The majority to rule the minority, and 
the minority to have the freedom to win 
over the majority to their way of think- 
ing without force. 

A strong, free people, abiding by laws 
and customs made or accepted by a freely 
elected and representative assembly sit- 
ting in open council, 

A “give and take” principle. It gives 
people the liberty to follow their own con- 
sciences. It demands fair play from, and 
for, all. ; 

A political system which arranges for the 
formation and dismissal of governments 
not by unlawful force but by popular dis- 
cussion and decision. 

Government by representatives freely 
elected by a community, when the control 
of those representatives is never beyond 
the power of that community. 


Right of Common Man 


The ambition of every good man. It al- 
lows the poorest to become the richest and 
the richest to become the poorest. 

The right of the common man to be 
heard. 

“The voice of the majority”—nothing 
more, nothing less. 

A happy mean between such extremes 
as dictatorship and chaos; state control 
and private enterprise; knowledge and ig- 
norance; religion and atheism; masculinity 
and femininity.

Steinbeck Invents a Mythology 
Inhabited by Charming Failures 


(Viking Press, 


“Cannery Row,” by John Steinbeck. 

New York.) 

Mr. Steinbeck here presents as charming- 
ly amoral a community as we have met 
since “Tortilla Flat” appeared. This he 
does in order to convince the world that 
there is no essential difference between 
Classes of people. 

Mack and the boys, and all the other In- 
habitants of this cannery district of Mon- 
terey, Cal, are failures by any worldly 
standard. No business man grappling with 
his accounts, no bourgeois housewife busy 
with her linens and silver would have a 
moment of patience with these ne’er-do- 
wells. 

+ . . 


Yet Doc, the chief intellectual of the 
Row, says of them: “There are your true 
philosophers. I think that Mack and the 
boys know everything that has ever hap- 
pened in this world and possibly everything 
that will happen. I think they survive in 
this particular world better than other 
people. In a time when people tear them- 
selves to pieces with ambition and nervous- 
ness and covetousness, they are relaxed, 
All of our so-called successful men are 
sick men, with bad stomachs and bad 
souls, but Matk and the boys are healthy 
and curiously clean. They can do what 
they want. They can gatisfy their appetites 
without calling them something else.” 

There are failures on the Row, but they 
are those who, unlike Mack and the boys, 
suffer from the world’s standards. The 
triumphantly alive are those whose stand- 
ards are adjusted to themselves rather than 
to civilization. For Mr. Steinbeck, such 
men are the Virtues, the Graces, the Beati- 
tudes. 

It is a delightful mythology that Mr. 
Steinbeck invents. It calls forth his very 
fine comic gifts, his grasp of the pathos 
and tragedy of human life, his appreciation 
for human worth. One result is such a 
gem of narration as that of the unsuccess- 
ful party for Doc, a tragi-comedy of good 
intentions gone wrong, thwarted by out- 
rageous circumstance. 


Yet Mr. Steinbeck’s mythology has little 
more reality than most mythologies. With- 
out disputing his central thesis, one can't 
help observing that not one of the charac- 
ters acts from mean or petty motives. It 
is ironical, and a bit saddening, to find one 
of our greatest realists implying that wher- 
ever mean men may be found, they are not 
to be found in Cannery Row. Little is 
gained by thus turning class distinctions 
upside down, 

Nevertheless, with its rare amalgam of 
grace and gusto, humor and sadness, the 
book is a little masterpiece.

the Associated Press, who has 
written more frankly about the

New War Definition. 


In a dispatch that appeared last 
Sunday, Gallagher said that the 
Germans, according to the best 
estimates, have fewer than a third 
as Many men, one-fourth as many 
guns and an air force one-sixth 
as large, and yet they not only 
halted the Allied attack, but took 
the initiative themselves. Earlier 
Gallagher had written that we 
were not outfought, but “outgen- 
_ eraled.” So perhaps it’s a question 

of how the men and supplies 
on the Western front are used, 
rather than the volume available. 

The debate over resources for 
Europe vs. resources for the Pa- 
cific centers, of course, not so 
much on material for the front 
lines as on the need for at least 
a minimum of help for liberated 
countries. It gets down to a new 
and broader definition of war- 
fare. 

Those arguing the urgency of 
Europe’s needs make the point 
that modern war is not just a 
matter of conquering and then 


which will make the problem of 
supplying China much _ simpler. 
Japanese war lords are fully 
aware of how the Philippines op- 
eration has menaced their con- 
quests, 


Even more encouraging news 
comes out of China. For the first 
time in many dark years, the pos- 
sibility seems to be in sight of 
bringing Chiang Kai-shek togeth- 
er with leaders of the so-called 
Chinese Communists, That would 
end a stalemate which has served 
to immobilize much of China’s po- 
tential striking force. 


Reports indicate that Gen. We- 
demeyer, who replaced “Vinegar 
Joe” Stilwell, has got on a good 
working footing with Generalissi- 
mo Chiang. Likewise, Gen. Hur- 
ley, the new Ambassador at Chung- 
king, is getting on famously with 
Chiang. And Donald Nelson, who 
is in Washington to further plans 
for China’s industrialization, re- 
ported progress on his return, 

Most Americans would be bitter- 
ly disappointed if the war in the 
Pacific were to be damped down. 
They know very well that it would

It is the latest move in what is coming to look like a 


genial form of Soviet blackmail of its Western Allies. In substance, 


the Soviet Vozhd says this: 

“We Russians intend to go on 
doing exactly as we please within 
the zone of the Red armies, wheth- 
er you like it or not. The Soviet 
Union is going to rely primarily 
on good, solid, political and mili- 
tary measures and only secondari- 


ly On a possible United Nations 
security organization. You cannot 
oppose us without endangering the 
common war effort.” In other 
words, what the Soviet Union is 
doing is seeking its “security” 
through augmentation of its na- 
tional power, regardless of the 
rights or interests of its allies. 


Ninth of a Series. 


Those who stubbornly try to 
Overlook this fact (when they do 
not approve it) seem a little weak 
at arithmetic. For the Polish 
group now unilaterally recognized 
by Moscow is the ninth of a se- 
ries. The other political entities 
which the Soviet Union treats as 
“rovernments,” in contrast to the 
U. S. A. and Britain, are the 
three Baltic states, the military 
administrations of Finland, Roma- 
nia, Bulgaria and Hungary and 
Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia. If 
this process continues unchecked, 
we must, before this war ends, 
expect to see the Soviet Union set 
up further stooges in four more 
countries, namely, Austria, Slova- 
kia, Iran and (why not?) Man- 
churia. 

F. D. R. has finally become 
aware that his Moscow and Te- 
heran political laurels are wither- 
ing under the cold blasts from 
Moscow and the hot blasts from 
London. 

Hopes that the President would 
announce a new line in his Satur- 
day message to the Congress were 
scantily fulfilled. The President 
pointed with justified pride to the 
American war record and asked 
for a national service act to sup- 
port it. For the most part he 
screened the unsatisfactory polit- 
ical record behind true but trite 
phrases about not exaggerating 
the “differences” between us and 
our Allies. This omission was a 
mistake. 


Last Chance for F. D. R.? 


By and large, the American peo- 
ple want intensely to work with 
the Soviets, the British and our 
other Allies. But they are losing 
the willingness to allow fear of 
such “differences” to be used 
against what they consider right 
and proper. It is significant that 
while Americans are grousing at 
both major AlMes, the British, 
rather than reproach Churchill for 
“appeasing” Roosevelt, have 
chosen to reproach F. D. R. for 
“appeasing” Stalin. 

Therefore, at the coming meet- 
ing of the Big Three, F. D. R. is 
going to have another and perhaps 
final opportunity to steer United 
Nations collaboration on to a basis 
acceptable to everybody and not 
merely the Russians. 


The United States and Britain 
will (a) recognize the Soviet an- 
nexation of the former Baltic 
states and Eastern Poland minus 
Lwow; (b) recognize Marshal Tito 
and certain other of the Soviet- 
sponse, “governments”; (c) ex- 
tend economic assistance to 
the Soviet Union during and after 
the war. In exchange, the Soviet 
Union will consent to certain “sac- 
rifices”: 

(1) The immediate creation by 
the three powers of a political 
council consisting of the respec- 
tive foreign secretaries, with ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over all polit- 
ica matters of common interest; 
(2) an agreement that all areas 
conquered or liberated by the Unit- 
ed Nations are to remain open 
without restrictions to military and 
civil officials and to press repre- 
sentatives of all the United Na- 
tions: (3) a hands-off policy in 
liberated countries (which means 
cutting out the puppet stuff); 
(4) renunciation by the major 
powers of a veto right in cases 
before the coming Security Council 
in which they are the accused, 


What He Should Do. 


Admittedly, in order to talk like 
this, the American President must 
be able to say “yes” to a question 
our Allies are sure to raise: Are 
the American people willing to 
have some of their sons police the 
world—naturally on a proportional 
basis? 

Senator Bert Wheeler has just 
stated publicly that the American 
people are not willing. If he is 
right, then the President should 
make no protest at all. Instead,

Local diaper services have 
called on the WPB to authorize 
mills to increase their shipments 
of cloth. Diaper mills said they 
had found the OPA gelling price 
so unprofitable they had sharply 
curtailed their shipments. 

WPB reported that 40 per cent 
more diaper material per child 
was available in 1944 than in 
1939 and that the present situa- 
tion was brought about more by 
an increase in baby customers 
than a decrease in diapers.

CHICAGO, Jan, 10 (AP),—Of- 
ficials of the National Football 
league suddenly adjourned their 
annual winter meeting today un- 
til April. The announcement fol- 
lowed an executive session at 
which each club was represented. 

George E. Marshall, owner of 
the Washington Redskins, walked 
out on the other club owners, con- 
tending that it was wrong to post- 
pone the scheduled meeting. He 
described it as a “rump session” 
and said that according to the 
league constitution his disagree- 
ment to postpone the meeting 
made the action by the other own- 
ers illegal. 

The other owners were closeted 
and declined to discuss or explain 
their action. 

The adjournment resulted in de- 
lay until the April session of the 
annual draft of collegiate: players. 

The consensus among team own- 
ers and coaches last night was 
“we have to make plans for the 
1945 season, to be ready to play 
if possible, but we can scrap them 
in a minute if war conditions 
make it necessary.” 

A total of 21 recommendations 
for rules changes came up before 
the league’s rules committee yes- 
terday, chief of which was the out- 
lawing of use of the forearm and 
elbow by defensive players. The 
committee decided that use of this 
type of defensive play would draw 
a 15-yard penalty. 

However, the wsroup_ turned 
thumbs down on p:oposals to add 
a “sudden death” overtime period 
to tie games, and to a recommen- 
dation that points-after-touchdown 
be abolished, 

Other recommendations on rules 
primarily consisted of changes 
that would add in interpretations 
by officials.

Amateur A. A., Dead 


LONDON, Jan. 10 (AP).—Lord 
Desborough, 89, former president 
of the Amateur Athletic Associa- 
tion and internationally known 
sportsman, died yesterday at his 
home in Panshanger Park, Hert- 
fordshire. 

Born William Henry Grenfell, 
he made a name for himself in 
athletics at Harrow and Oxford 
University, where he was a mem- 
ber of the crew and active in 
many other sports. He was presi- 
dent of the Olympic games in 
1908 and organized the first Olym- 
pics held in England, 

Lord Desborough had fished in 
Florida and hunted in the 
Rockies, and twice swam the NI- 
agara pool below the falls. He 
had climbed the Matterhorn and 
other famous peaks, and stroked 
a crew across the English Chan- 
nel, 

“Life Is just a game,” he once 
said. “Play the game, and young 
or old you'll be the winner.”

This book is the result of a three- 
year study by the author as part of the Conser- 
vation Commission’s wildlife program and it 
represents one of the finest jobs of wildlife pho- 
tography ever done in America. No one except 
a photographer, I think, could fully appreciate 
the skill with which Schwartz wields his tele- 
photo lenses; no one but a naturalist could fully 
appreciate the patient effort required to follow 
the quarry through its entire life cycle as 
Schwartz has done. Most of the photographs 
are close-up studies of the birds made with 
lenses which allow a focal depth of from six 
to 12 inches and the photographer must shoot 
with the accuracy of a match rifleman, which 
he has done. The reproductions are excellent 


and if I have any criticism to make it is that 
the text leaves you rather dissatisfied by its 
extreme brevity and that the type format is 
hardly adequate to the elaborate size of thée 
volume.

NEXT CAME A DELIGHTFUL pair of old 
sporting books. One of these, “The Modern 
Angier,” is by an English gentleman who 
quaintly hides his identity under the pseudonym 
“Otter.” This was a common custom with 
writers of books of this type during the last 
half of the nineteenth century, in America as 
well as in England. The volume is packed with 
classical allusions, even including as its first 
chapter a discussion of “The Antiquity of 
Angling.” The English have actually only four 
“same” fish as we know them: the salmon, 
trout, grayling and pike. But they have long 
found relaxation, if not exactly sport, in fishing 
for a number of coarser fish which include 
perch, barbell, carp, chub, roach and others 
which we might class as non-game or “rough” 
fish. This book was published in London in 
1895 and it is interesting to note the many 
items of tackle which differ little from those 
of today except for more or less minor refine- 
ments. This includes their artificial baits and 
spoons as well as flies which the English were 
tying back in the days when we were still using 
willow switches and worms.

THE SECOND OF THIS PAIR is a handsome 
volume called “Bass, Pike, Perch and Others,” 
written by James Henshall, the great American 
authority on the black bass. This book is from 
the old American Sportsman’s Library and pub- 
lished by Macmillan in 1903. From the stand- 
point of typography, illustrations and binding— 
and this is unusual—Dr. Henshall’s book stands 
comparison with books of today. And knowing 
the good doctor from past experience, I’m sure 
that I'll pass some pleasant hours in reading 
of his piscatory adventures.

“WALKIN’ PREACHER OF the Ozarks” is 
in many ways a remarkable book. I picked it 
up Christmas night and didn’t put it down until 
the last page had been read. You'd forgotten, 
amid the complexities of modern civilization, 
that there could still be men like Guy Howard,’ 
the “walkin’ preacher,” who tends his scattered 
flock across hundreds of square miles of Ozark 
hill country. The stories he tells of the folk 
with whom he lives and works are true, for I 
know the people. His book, inspired by May 
McCord and Townsend Godsey and some others, 
will bring him more fame and money than Guy 
has ever known before—but I doubt it will in 
any way spoil him, Read it—you’ll like it.

NOW LET ME LOOK AROUND. There’s 
“Author's Choice” by MacKinlay Kantor, who 
picks 40 of his favorite stories, reprints them 
and follows each with a note telling how it 
came to be written, who bought it and under 
what circumstances—or other equally interesting 
and pertinent data. It isn’t a book which tells 
how to write and sell short stories but it cer- 
tainly tells many an interesting tale of what 
happened to one writer, now successful and 
sought after, while he was on the way up.

But it is 
still my opinion that Kantor is at his best in 
the “long short story” and that his best to date 
is “The Voice of Bugle Ann.”

MODESTY HAD COMPELLED me to leave 
until last what is, to me, the most important 
of all my Christmas books, It carries an im- 
posing title: “Georgetown Houses of the Federal 
Period, 1780-1830." Anyone interested in what 
és one of the greatest periods of American archi- 
tecture will find the book a delight. It was co- 
authored by three men, all in the service of 
the Government in Washington, who devoted to 
it all their hard-won leisure over a period of 
two years. I’m proud that one of these co- 
authors was my brother, Cmdr. R. C. Hall, who 
formerly practiced his profession of architecture 
in St. Louis. 
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@ With the invasion of the Lingayen Gulf area 
of Luzon by American forces, history begins to 
reverse itself with a vengeance on the Japanese, 
who struck into this prize Philippine island in 


December, 1941, to inflict the bitter defeats of 
Bataan and Corregidor. That the major Philip- 
pine battles would be fought on these 40,814 
square miles of island—an area smaller than 
Missouri (68,727 square miles)—has been a fore- 
gone conclusion since the day Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur stepped ashore in Australia, vowing 
that he would go back—as he has done, with a 
great force of Yankee liberators. 


@ Luzon is the largest of the Philippine islands. 
Its population, including Manila's 675,000, is 
almost half of the 17,000,000 in the whole chain. 
It is the most advanced industrially, with im- 
portant gold, chrome and iron mines. It is the 
best fortified. Millions of American dollars 
went into strengthening the Cavite navy yard 
and army bases guarding the entrance to Ma- 
nila harbor, into the Corregidor island fortress, 
into Nichols Field just outside Manila and Clark 
Field 50 miles north of the capital, and into the 
Olongapo naval station on Subic Bay. It is 
natural to expect that the Japanese have 
strengthened these. 


@ On Luzon, the Yanks are fighting on terrain 
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site of the first invasion thrust. 
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more familiar than any other they have en- 
countered in their island-hopping advance 
against the Japanese. Its east coast is fringed 
by the Sierra Madre mountains but its west side 
—where the Yanks struck—is broken by numer- 
ous bays suitable to the amphibious landings 
the Americans now have made routine. Lin- 
gayen Gulf has an entrance 20 miles wide and 
extends 30 miles inland. When the invader's 
shoe was on. a Japanese foot Aparri, on the 
northern tip, was the first point of entry. This 
landing two days after Pearl Harbor was fol- 
lowed by another on Dec. 14, 1941, at Vigan. 
Subsequent invasion forces swept ashore at 
Lingayen and along the 50-mile beach that 
fronts on Lamon Bay, on the east. 


® The Japanese made speedy progress. Within 
three months after war's outbreak, they had 
confined American and Filipino forces to the 
Bataan peninsula. In April, 1942, they used 
their overwhelming superiority in men, planes, 
tanks and guns to launch savage attacks against 
the starving, disease-ridden defenders. On 
April 9 came the inevitable surrender and the 
northward ‘‘death march" of sick and wounded. 
Six thousand survived that march, but more 
than 7000 others retreated to the “rock'’ of 
Corregidor, which fell May 6. ... Now history 
begins to tell another story.

Boys and girls of I. Q. 70 are 
human beings with all a human 
being’s qualities, hopes, fears, 
dreams and ambitions, and when 
they are forced to sit still, listen 
and recite according to the scho- 
lastic course to which they are 
deaf and blind mentally, they suf- 
fer torture, and their -suffering 
makes them rebel. Given a fluid 
program so that they can spend 
long periods at the work they can 
understand, they lose their dread, 
the tension in their minds and 
bodies relaxes, and they do grow 
within their abilities, which, after 
all, is what all of us must do, 


And the odd ones who, in spite 
of all our efforts prove themselves 
to be beyond the help or the reach 
of the schools? For these every 
big town in the land should have 
a colony school where these may 
live out their lives in safety, under 
the protection of understanding 
leaders. Society must be protected 
from such as these and they must

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
H trate the point I made about 


eprejudices and lack of knowledge. 


“Why not write a column on 
where the British troops are?” my 
correspondent asks. “Since they 
were given leaves to go home to 
increase the population, you hear 
no more about them. Is theirs per- 
manent leaves? It sure seems like 
it! Why do our boys have to fight 
alone in this war the British got 
us into?” 

The writer seems to have for- 
gotten that the British had noth- 
ing to do with our going into the 
war. It was the Japanese attack 
on our islands at Pearl Harbor 
that took us into the war, and the 
Germans later declared war on us. 
The British have been fighting on 
every front with us steadily, and 
they have had fewer leaves for 
their troops considering the length 
of time they have been on vari- 
ous fronts. Even out in the Pa- 
cific, the Australians and New 
Zealanders are fighting side by 
side with us. 

By now you would think there 
would be no §ne left in this coun- 
try who thinks that the British 
got us into this war. In fact, you 
would think Pearl Harbor day 
would settle that once and for all. 
But no one is so blind as a person 
who does not wish to see. As 
said yesterday, prejudice inherited 
from our ancestors will often lead 
us by the nose if we do not make 
up our minds to face facts as they 
are and to obtain knowledge. 

I think it has been desperately 
hard for our soldiers to fight for 
us so far away from their own 
shores. It is easier for men to 
fight on the ground which they 
love, for they can feel that, step 
by step, they are defending their 
own home land. Yet while this 
has been harder for our men, it 
has made it infinitely easier for 
us here at home. It makes it 
possible for us to gripe about the 


little things because we do not 
know what the big things would 
be like. 


The sooner we face up to the 
fact that this is our war, and that 
we owe our men more because 
they kept it away from our shores 
at a cost of greater hardship to 
themselves, the sooner we at home 
will do the job which other men 
and women civilians have done 
and are doing all over the world. 
They probably do not like it any 
better than we do; but they know 
what war on their own doorstep 
is like, and that makes it easier 
for them to face their own great 
hardships. No one can imagine 
the loss and suffering of those 
whose dear ones die or are 
wounded in combat, and that has 
come to many, many homes in this 
country. But as’civilians in our 
daily lives, we are not enduring 
the hardships of nations nearer 
the war. 


In case you have not seen it, 
there is a publication by the 
United States Camera publishing 
Corp. which is worth your looking 
through. It ig called “Born Free 
and Equal,” and the text and 
photographs are by Ansel Adams, 
It is one of the publications de- 
signed to temper one of our preju- 


.dices, and I think it does it very 


successfully.

Doctor On

CONSTANT problem with the 

modern scientific dietitian is 

how to furnish a balanced diet 
for those patients who have dis- 
eases which are controlled largely 
by limitation, of foods. For in- 
stance, diabetes. 

The diabetic patient is required 
to reduce and limit the amount of 
starch, sugar and carbohydrates. 
So he is likely to ask—I have 
been told that I should get a daily 
supply of vitamin C out of orange 
juice or other fruit juices, and a 
daily supply of vitamin B from 
cereals of whole wheat or certain 
vegetables, but here I am not 
allowed to take fruit juices be- 
cause they are so largely com- 
posed of pure sugar, and I am for- 
bidden cereals and bread, so where 
do I stand?” 

The difficulties are more appar- 
ent than real, but still confusion 
is likely to exist in the patient’s 
mind at first.

THE SITUATION is even more 
complicated when dealing. with 
children with such cronic diseases 
as diabetes, nephritis, allergy and 
heart trouble because we not only 
have to keep the child in ordinary 
nutritional balance, but also allow 
for growth, 

The mistake that the meal plan- 
ner is most likely to fall into is 
not to give a child enough food— 
not to supply enough calories. An 
average adult of 150 pounds at 
ordinary activity can get along 
with 1500 to 2000 calories. An ac- 
tive boy of five will use 1500 cal- 
ories and by the time he is 10 he 
will be using 2500 calories. The 
peak of caloric requirement is 
about 16 for boys or girls when 
they use up about 4000 calories. 
No wonder they eat between 
meals; nature tells them to. 

I say the difficulty of supplying 
this to the child with a chronic 
disease is more apparent than real 
because the disease of childhood in 
which calorie restriction is most 
likely to be imposed is diabetes 
and when insulin is brought in as 
part of treatment any amount of 
calories and any kind of food may 
be taken, 


x *k * 


THE PROTEIN requirement of 
children is higher than adults— 
naturally because protein is the 
element of which flesh is made 
and the child is growing. An 
adult needs from one to two grams 
of protein. per pound of body 
weight, but in a child from the 
ages of 11 to 15 the requirement 
is two to three times that. This 
problem affects the conscientious 
meal planners with children with 
kidney and heart disease, but it 
may be remembered that Dr. Shat- 
tuck, of Harvard, used to say to 
the dietitians — “The patient is 
more important than the disease.” 
Enough protein for growth won't 
hurt kidney and heart diseases. 

Calcium and phosphorus are far 
more necessary for children than 
adults, going into the growth of 
bone, and nervous tissue. Milk, 
watercress, beans, lettuce, cab- 
bage, whole wheat bread, are 
foods which contain good quanti- 
ties of both chemicals. 

Salt restriction in children who 
have kidney trouble with dropsy 
should not be carried too far, The 
idea of forbidding not only table 
salt but every food which contains 
salt will result in more harm than 
good except during the acute ex- 
acerbation of the diseases. 

The vitamin problem solves it- 
self in these days of synthetic 
vitamins. But be sure they are 
fresh and active.

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Three Full Years of Rationing 


And It Has Been No Easy Job for the Volunteers Who Carry on the Work

ATIONING, that most thriving 
of war babies, was three years 
old on January §. (Seems more 
like 10, doesn’t it?) It has been 
three years now, since it was pos- 
sible for John Q. Public to drive 
in his favorite garage and say, 
“My left rear is getting a little 
slick. How about a new tire?” 

Or, “I’m sick of the way this 
buggy is behaving. What kind of 
deal can I get on a new model?” 

The housewife who always had 
trouble adding two and two has 
been forced to do higher mathe- 
matics for three years with red 
points and blue points, sugar 
stamps, shoe stamps, fuel oil and 
proud butchers. Her plight, one 
might think, is deserving of 
symathy. But those who have 
been “in” on the growth and de- 
velopment of rationing, say the 
volunteer ration boards who ad- 
minister and carry out the de- 
mands of the war changeling have 
been ever more sorely tested by 
scarcities on the home front. 

If you have had the experience 
of trying to change your “B” card 
to a “C,” or squeezing onto a few 
more gallons of oil to take the 
chill off your home, you are apt 
to picture members of the ration 
board as heartless ogres. Indi- 
vidually, we are assured, these die- 
casters would prefer to ste every- 
body eating steak, and toasting 
themselves in 75 degree rooms. 
For their patriotic service and long 
hours put in solving rationing 
problems, the board _ receives 
nothing but abuse. Their reward, 
it seems, must be in heaven, since 
none is forthcoming from either 
the public or the OPA. 

To give us an idea of the size 
of the task volunteer members 
of the ration boards accomplish, 
Mrs. Loretta Vrooman, Informa- 
tion Executive for the OPA in 
eastern Missouri, (which includes 
St. Louis and 65 other counties) 
points out that during 1944 alone, 
it took 362,000 hours to administer 
rationing. Of this time, 180,000 
hours were given by 1484 members 
of the ration boards, and 182,000 
given by other volunteers. St. 
Louis is unique in the country, 
Mrs. Vrooman says, in that ra- 
tioning is administered by one 
board, while other cities of com- 
parative size have several, Chi- 
cago, for instance, has 40.

Checking upon price ceilings 
and enforcing their use is one of 
the main duties of ration board 
members, who form price panels, 

“Here one group does not work,” 
Mrs. Vrooman says, “since these 
panels must be located in conven- 
ient neighborhoods for the buyer, 
as well as the seller. There are 
six in St. Louis, in various parts 
of the city.” 


The food stores alone in the 
city provide a tremendous prob- 
lem, since they must be checked 
monthly by volunteers to’ see 
whether or not proprietors under- 
stand and are abiding by ceiling 
prices, and offending markets 
cautioned about violations. Some 
of the public still do not under- 
stand that they can report price 
violations and when in possession 
of a re t for the purchased 
item, demmnd a return of their 
money through the action of the 
individual price panels, 

In many instances, price viola- 
tions have been brought to the 
attention of the price panel, and 
a refund restored to the unwitting 
purchaser. 


“T recall a flagrant case we had 
recently,” Mrs. Vrooman said. “A 
woman purchased a radio for 
$34.50. She fortunately paid for 
the radio in installments, and got 
receipt slips. A friend ‘told her 
she had been overcharged, and 
upon inquiry, the purchaser dis- 
covered through her neighborhood 
price panel that the ceiling price 


of the radio model was $4.98. She 
had been overcharged exactly 
$29.52! The price panel went into 
action and recovered this amount 
from the seller for her. We also 
advised her that if she wished, 
she might sue the company which 
had overcharged her for’ three 
times the amount of the over- 
charge.” 

Most ‘frequent price violations 
have been discovered in the sale 
of used refrigerators, washing ma- 
chines, vacuum cleaners and 


stoves,

“I be- 
lieve that the public is more recep- 
tive to the decisions made by a

The fact that a man knows that 
it is his neighbor or his friend 
who administers rationing, with- 
out remunerattion of any sort, 
makes him believe more firmly in 
the equality of the decisions. 
There can’t be any graft, since 
money is not involved. I believe 
that similar decisions handed down 
by a paid staff would in many in- 


stances be questioned.”

One cup flour; one-fourth. tea- 
spoon salt; two well beaten eggs; 
seven-eighths cup milk; one-half 
tablespoon melted margarine.

South considered two other bids 
before he decided in favor of five 
clubs. Both a double and a three 
no-trump overcall were possibili- 
ties, but South realized that North 
might well respond to either with 
a heart takeout and then South, 
completely in the dark as to the 
length of North’s suit, would not 
know whether to accept the heart 
contract or to bid his own suit. 
Certainly, it seemed that five 
clubs could not be hurt! 

As proof that some of the larg- 
est penalties cannot be foreseen, 
West later admitted that he had 
been very dubious about his own 
double, since East’s preemptive 
opening had not guaranteed any 
particular defensive strength. 

West led his top spade; East 
won and sent back his singleton 
heart. South won and, attempt- 
ing deception, led the queen of 
trumps. West, however, was not 
gullible — he didn't “wait” but 
went right in with the ace. He 
returned a heart which East 
ruffed, and East then continued 
with spades. On the third round 
declarer had the distasteful choice 
of ruffing low and being over- 
ruffed on the spot, or ruffing high 
and establishing West’s trump 
nine for future use. Whatever he 
did he had to lose, in all, two 
trumps to West, two spades and 
a heart ruff to East, and finally, 
a diamond trick. Down 1100!
